tivMiui euvoiav : thinke the hue of the Citizens 
the fafeft guard of thy per fon : &indeedefoit 
is vnder God. There hath bin difcouered of 
late vnto your Maiefties high Commtffion- 
Court, a dangerous familifticall fecUtie,one 
lohn Hetberington ,by trade aBoxmake^who I 
hath feduced and withdrawne many as well 
men as women from the Church b(Engknd y 
in the famous CitieofLoWa»,b/hisfubtiIe 
fuggeftions,as hath bin proued againft him, 
I cannot more fitly defcribehim then by the 
words of my Text; Lupus eft ouilipclletefttts: 
he is aWoolfc in a Sheepes-skinne : for 
outwardly if hce Hue amongft Proteftants, 
heewillfeemetobec aProteftant, if a bare 
profeluonwfo tenus, will ferue the turne, 
whilft in the mea.nc time hee may gird at 
them in his writings, and condemnc them 
as adulterous Congregations in his books, 
Conuenticles or otherwife. Secondly, 
hccwillfeemeto be a conformable man to 
the Doctrine of the Churchjiffubtilcequi- 
uocations and cunning euafions will paflc 
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forconfocmitic. Thirdly ,hce will fccmc an 
innocet pcrfonjf impudent denials or catl- 
ing of afperlionsvpon honeft witncfles will 
goc for innoccncy. And in rhtsjthat honou- 
rable quicklightcd and Eagle-eyed Court 
defeructb great encouragements in that 
when they had to deale with one that would 
deny almoft all that u as laid to his charge, 
yet they difecrned aright of him,and accor- 
dingly cenfured him; and thus the Greekc 
Prouerbc is verified Au;«> ^ P( ^&. The 
Woolfethinkcsto run from the Eagle,and 
fotoefcape, but all invaine: and amongft 
thofe worthy and learned Commiffioners, 
he that is the chiefe, Optimo iure prima* agit : 
whofe acumen, whofe foundntffe in the faith, 
whofefinguIargrauity,whofehappyfpeech, 
whofc excellent parts cuery way are the ve- 
ry grace of that venerable Court: it may be 
faid of him as * Gregorie Na\m^en faith of 
S.Bafil Archbiihopof Caefarea(whom he 
ftilcs fjyxi MvtAmi) that he is like tmtt No- 
ab } <vnto vhom the Me of the Church U com- 
mncd^mifo kept from drovnin^whiles ic floats 
in the turbulent Teaters amongft Hareticks. And 
whileslamfpcakingof Ecclefiafticali wor- 
thies, 
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thiesjVcry dutie will not fu&r me to be vn~ 
mindfull of him, vuder whom the Mimfters 
ofJLWfltf hue as children vnder the care of 
an indulgent Father : his great humility will 
not fufferhim to Lord it dtier the Cletgic, 
nor his peaceable difpofition to tyrannize : 
it may be faid of him as*SaimC)pri<i!i BHhop 
oiCartl)age faith of himfelfe in oneof hisE- 
y'MzsiHumilipatmmeamisffratresomnes (j? 
gentilesmrunt isf dUigtmt . I finde that 1 haue 
ftirrcd vp to wrath againft my felfc the moft 
part of all the fe&ionsin England by this 
publike Sermon, which 1 made in the de- 
fence of Gods eternall ttuth, inloueto my 
Country, and in compaflion of weake bre- 
thren which are indhe moft danger of fe- 
ducfcion,I remember Saint Paaliaitkjhat be 
had fought with beads at Ephefas^ aftcrtbc 
manneiofrnen, and in like fort it bcbllcth 
vntomee at this time: I haue to deale with 
y oung Foxes which fpoyle the Vine of the 
Church, and with Wolues, which feeke to 
ftrangle the Sheep of Chrift : but what then? 
fo long as 1 ftand for that truth, whereof 
your excellerrtMaiefrreisa defender, 1 doe 
not doubt of acceptation^nd if mypoore 
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cndeauoursihall be fo happy as to finde ac- 
ceptation with your (acred perfon as they 
hauc foun'd in the learned Court before 
your Maiefties Cornmiflioners, and in the 
audience where the Sermon was preached, 
euen this acceptation gi eater then all the 
reft, (hall be aJl-fuificient to blunt the edge 
of all the power of the aduerfary, andtofe* 
cure the Author from wrong and violence j 
yea,itmall no doubt encourage many able 
men in the Kingdometo takepaines in the 
fuppraflingof fa&ion, both by preaching, 
fpeaking and writing, fo %rre as (hall be 
thoughtfitbyauthority. Thus crauing par- 
don for my boldneffe, 1 befeech almighty 
God to bleSe your Maiefty with long life, 
and many happy dayes, with abundance of 
allgiftsandgraces in this world, and with 
eternal! glory in that which is to come.

Hen which haft a tender confcience.and defi- 
refl nothing fe much as to knar* the right way 
te heauen, batting alfo many doubts, which 
caufe thee to runne vp and down e, fome times 
to the publike Congregations , and other, 
fmetimes to prtuate Conuenticles ffor refo/ution.J haue for 
thy fake and fafety -budertakenthis paines ; whereby I haut 
incenfed many fatlious perfons againfl myfelfe, expofed my 
good name to the obloquie of a thou/and bad tongues, and 
made bold with my owne Flocke vhilsl I was paineful- 
ly imployed in this more laborious worke, which concernes 
a more generall and publike good. 1 haue hud no helpe 
in this /entice, fane onely the good AJJ/flance of Authority, ' 
for the which 1 hope ] fliall praife God as long M ] hue, and 
the tefiimonies ofhonefl mtnejfes. For howfocuer there were 
many which difliked the ' Hetheringtonian F allien, abhorred 
their opinions , complained of them to UWinitters tnfecret, 
and murmured againfl them which fliould fee thefe things 
reformed, yet for any that would lend their helping hand to 
ft forward this m.-.tter of fo great importance for the com- 
mon fafety of the Church, 1 found none : vnlejfe it were ac- 
cording to the Latiue Prouerbe port bcllum fuppctix./ me t 
alfowith many difiouragePtents ? fome in their ipso'ance 
would be ready to fay , that though this faction held fome ab- 
furd points, yet that they held nothing agaitifl the founda-

In the defcription of 
which Sermon wee hau* three inline parts; the Preface, 
die Narracion.and the Conclufion : the Preface in the firft 
andfecond Vcrfes of the fift Chapter, wherein are ex pref- 
i'ed diuers neceflary circumftances belonging to the Ser- 
mon: as firft, the Author of it 6«,thacii-, Icfus Chrift. 
B Secondly, 
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Secondly, the place where it ww made 4 Mottntmne, 
Thirdly, the gcfture vfed by our Sauiour , fitting downe. 
Fourthly,tbe perfons whom he taught hk IHfciplej.Vihly, 
the manner of expreflion , when hee dddapenedhu mtutk 

The narration begins at the third verfe cf the fife Chapter, 
andendethin the a 3. vcrfe of the feaucnth Chapter, and it 
' is partly confolatory from the third vcrfe to the end of the 
twelfth , and therein our Sauiour demonftrateth the pro- 
crcant canfes of true happtnefle for the comfort of weake 
Chriftians.Parrly exbortatory from the n. verfe to the end 
of the 16. and therein hetxhorteth his Difciples to walke 
worthy of their moft holy calling. Partly intctprctatory 
from the 17. vcrfe to the end of the fifth Chapter i and 
therein he vindicates diners of the Commandements from 
the falfe gloffes of the Scribci and Pharifes. Partly dchor- 
tatory in alt the fixt Chapter & beginning of the leauenth. 
In the fixt hce dehortcth his Difciples from two Pharifai- 
call finncs, namely , raine-glory concerning almea deeds 
failing and prayer,ftora the firft vcrfe to the end of the 1 8. 
and couetoufncfTe exprcflcd by worldly cares from vcrfe 
the 1 9. to the end of the Chapter. This Dehortatory part 
is alfo continued in the beginning of the feaucnth Chapter 
from the firft verfe to the hxt,& therein he dehorteth from 
twofinnes more,to wit, ra(h judging verfe 1. 1,5,4,5. an( * 
rafh communicating of holy things to vnworthy perfons, 
verf. 6* partly excitatory (Hrrine vp to the duty of prayer, 
verf. 7, 8, 0, 10, 1 1. partly declaratory denionftrating the 
maine thing , the Law and the Prophets aimc at in their 
doctrine. Partly directory giuing inftrudion* concerning 
the way toheauen,ver£ i 3, i4.and partly premonitory, gl- 
uing warning concerning filfe Prophets, and other things 
depending thereupon, from verf. 1 5. to the end of the 13. 
Then in the laft place wee banc the Epilogue or Concl ufi- 
on from the 34. vcrfe to the end of the feaucnth Chapter, 
wherein wee naueChrift his application of his whole Ser- 
mon, ver. 14, j j, ic»,i7. expreffed by anclegantcompari- 
fon taken from builderi,aad the effee* which followed »p- 
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on this excellent pithicSermon in the hearts of the hearers, 
which was aftoniftiment or admiration in the two laft vcn 

fes. 

By the which Logical! Analyfis wee may conceiuc.that 
this Text is a maine part of the narration or fubieft matter 
•of the Sermon it felfe , being the very premonition con- 
cerning falfe Prophets, andalfovponwhatoccafionitis 
brought in , namely immediatly vpon a direction giuen 
concerning the ftrait way to heauen in thefe two verfes go- 
ing before : and it is as if our Sauiour had faid, I know my 
dcarc Difciples that you hearing of the narrow way which 
leadeth to happineffe, will be defirom after the manner of 
trauelleri to aske all that you meet, but cfpeciaUy thofe 
which feeme to be Prophets, concerning this way for your 
better direction aod condu&ion.But let meforewarne you 
of all other to beware how you aske direction of falfe 
guidesjfor they in (lead of directing you.will fet you quite 
outof the way, as it is the « mannerof Herefie fo to do.' 
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In the Text it felfe wee haue two parts: Firft, our Saul. reOiptMtmtt 
its caueat giuen to his Church conccrnine Seducers, in ** *'*«/«• 



ours caueat giuen to his Church concerning Seducers, in 
thefe words ; VcwMre of fa/ft Pnpbets. Secondly , his 
Jiuely defcription of them, in the reft of the Teit. In the 
firft wee haue two things ; a title, ?AlftPr$fhttt\ and a 
caution , hngrtjee. In the fecond our Sauiour giueth a 
double defcription of Seducers: and firft hee defcribeth 
them by their outward habit,or exteroall (hew; They come 
vnteyeu in Sheepes clt4tbin£. Secondly,by their internall 
qualitie or difpofitioo, hut inwmrily they *rtr*utni*t 
Wolttei. In the handling of this Text we will obferue this 
method. Firft, we will ipeake of the intent, or of the Tew 
in general!.

Of fulft Prophets, 

FAlft Pnfhets. 1 Hailing difpatched the Logical! Ana- 
lyfis, anil diuided the Text into its feucnll branches, 
in the former Sexton: come wee now (Chriflo tlisce) to 
the particulars as they haue berle plated in the Diuifion, 
And firft of the fit ft: namely the title, F.sifi Prophets. The 
word Prophet is vied in two fenfes in the Sciipture; in a 
flrict fenfc, and in a large : in a Uriel, and thus it is put for 
a prenunctecor or foreteller of things to come , being de- 
riued from the Greeke ve rbe Tffnui , which fi» nifieth to 
diuine: and of thefc d'iainers there haue beene two forts : 
firfl, iuch as did diuine r ruU p and iincerely , thus exf^iiW 
was a true Prophet, Affs i 1.28. foretelling of a taniine, 
which alio came to paile in the dayes of Ct.tudius ("j-f.tr. 
Secondly, fuch as did diuine f'ifly , or if truly, yet not frn- 
cerely: iuch as did diuine falllv, thus thofe 400. in \.Ktng. 
11. which ptophelied that AhJ> might ^oe vpto lUmoth 
GtlesdinA ptofper, were falfc Prophets, as appeared by 
the cuent. And thus the Heathen Oracles, which prophe- 
fied (as « Saint esfuguf}tne hath it that the Chriltian Reli- 
gion (houltl conun'ie but .-65. yeares , wercfound tying 
Oraclci, our Religion hauing continued already aboue 
fixtecne hundred yeares, yea it hath beene from the 
beginning. Secondly, Inch as did preounciate ■ trucly _ 
bat not lince rely : thus the e nine Silyls which fp rung 
¥£ amongii theHeatheo , ■ 'and propheiied concerning the 
incarnation of Chrift, and of his co,, run i tig to Judgement, 
they were not to be eikemed true Prophctdles , becaufc 
howfocuet they predicted many truth v a they ierued the 
diuels turne in that which they did : frclcnp the credit of 
htskihgdome, and not' the glory of God. M.icli like vnto 
our vrtwitching witches , which doe loine feemio" good 
in the Common-wealth in helping men fonietinies to 

their 
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theirgoods , and yet cannot be truely called good mem- 
bers, becaufc whacfocuer good they do , they do it in the 
diuels name, for the crediting ofhiskingdome; doing a 
thoufand times more mifchiefe to mens foules that fceke 
vnto them, then ^ood to their bodies or eftatcs. 

Now here a queHion may be moucd, via. whether the 
gift of true fincere prediction in matters diuine bee vtterly 
ceafTed or no. Learned » Arttiw faith , that it were rafh- 
nefle totally to denie the gih of Prophefie to the whole 
Church at thefe dayes; but by the leaue of that learned 
and worthy man, I will be bold to fay that the donnml'ro. 
pbeticum.oc^h of Prrpheuh'g, as it was in the Prophets 
ofold.whrchdid hi eath new Scripture, and foretell things 
to come cert incly and infallibly, is finally ceafled, becaufc 
the Scripture is now fo compleat, as that nothing muft bee 
added thereunu>,/cr;W. 31. 18. ( 

Secondly, the word Prophet is taken fometimes in a 
large fence, and thus it is vfed for a chiefe Speaker or 
readier: and in this fence Mmilters are called PropheiS 
in diucrs places in the new Teliament : and thus alio the 
Heathen Prielts which were ' A-itifiites fAnornm , as one 
fpeaketh, the Clarkes of the Cloflct in the Idols Temple*, 
were called Prophets. Thus in like manner t/*r*//« and 
Epimemdn Heathen Poets arctearmed Prophets in holy 
Scripture as being chiefe Speakers and Teachers amongli 
their Countrymen. Thus the word »•;> which is die ?lu- 
all worn in the Htbrno Bible , put for a Prophet, comes 
oftlieronrj.jastwoofthc lewifh « Rabbincs which are 
bed Interpreters 0! the proprictie of their owne language 
haue noted, and the word :aor 3J fignifics to fpeakes- 
as well as to bud. Andhctcin appeareth the vfefulncrtcof' 
the Rabbin vnthat they goc bevondall the Lexicons in 
the world for the naturall dcriiiation of the Hebrew 
words ot the old Tettamcni from the right roots .-'indeed 
they are ma i Interpreters of the matter of Scnpture,there- 
in God hath iuMlycaft vpon them the fpirit ofilun.ber, 
but they aic acute Interpreters of the words. |

Here in my Text the word Prophet is taken in the large 
fence <jW«yf«?"»'> ^ le Prophet* being put for4tu/«- 
Ai**sxikMf , falfc Teachers, by a Synecdoche fpeciei m*£U 

exqaifu .as'Rhetoriciam ipeakqa more particular tcarme . 
being vfed for a more general!. For it is not meant of fuch 
Moumcbaokes, as tookevpon them to foretell things to 
come, which commonly are the obiecls offeorneanddi- 
rifion, that wee fhould beware of them. Although it is 
true we muft take heed of harkning vato fuchj but rather 
of fuch impoftors and feducers ai tooke vpon them to bee 
ehicfe fpeakers amongft others,pretending either to fpcake 
immediately from God by reuelation, as deified or rather 
diabolteed Familiftsj or illuminated or rather occarcatcd 
Anabaptiftsand other Enthuiiafts make their deluded Pro- 
felkci beleeue they doe, or elfc to fpcake from the Oracle 
of Godi word by anefpeciall iafight as they fuppofe,giucn 
rato them to interpret Gods" meaning la faciei writ, as 
the Pope pretendctb he hath. 

And left that any fhould erromoufty iudge that by falfc 
Propheti here are meant oncly crronious Miniftcrs » and 
ftich as are in orders , we are to know that the word 
4»/tTft« km i »* according to the proper fignificatioa as 
much uftlso Propheu; that is, fuch as properly are not 
Prophets , but oncly pretend themfelues to bee fo : and in 
this refpe& falfc guides amongft the people areas well 
meant hereby Pfeudopropnets, as amongft the Minifrers. 
Thus much for the tide giueo by our Sauiour to decei- 
uert of mindes , and that by way of exposition; as for the 
Vie and application , itfollowesin the next Section faue 
one.

phets, to the which jm doe well thttyoa doe attend. Second- 
ly, in the fenfe of bewaring in Mat. 6. I. v^siyytuHiT** 
'm«Httir*r , BtrtAre left yon jine ■jour Almes to it feene of 
men. In which fenfe alfo the Heathen man vfeth it faying, 
take heede left thou bee as little children, which fomctime 
affc& to bee a Philofopher.fometimes to bee a Publicane, 
fomctimes to bee a Rhctoritian,and fometimes to bee Ct~ 
fart Tutor. In my Text the word is taken in the latter 
fen;e,naraely for bewaring, as you haue it faithfully tranf. 
latcd in our laft Englifi tranflation; vnro which alfo the 
Syrian tranflation agrees oicijll wn » cn 1° &* I0 " ne 
ithpehdl fignifies , bee yc forewarned ; and the Ardick* 
in like manner ll^bfJi ocdflioron, which in the fitft con- 
tugation in the imperatiue mood fignifies Cdttete, beware 
yee, or take ye heed. Thus for the meaning of the word 

'BewAre of falfe Prophets. Our Sauiour giues this ca- 
ucatboth to his Difciples prefent , and alfo to all fuccee- 
ding Chriftian Churches to the end of the world. To Hi* 
Difciples prefent , becaufe in their rery * dayes the Church 
was annoyed with diucrs pernicious Se&s : with the Pha. 
rifeei , which like Tnto our Papifts , held Iuftification by 
humane merits : with the Saduces, which held like Tnto 
our Atbeifls, that the foule perifheth with the body: with 
the EfTens , which thought themftlues to bee ft ct from all 
humane authority : like vnto our Anabaptifts, whom I 
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tearme ours^oc becaufe they arc of vs,but becaufc like rn- 

welcome guefts, they will needs lime amonll vs : for this 
canfeChrill forewirneth his Dhciples here to beware of 

falic Prophcts.that is, to beware of the Pharifesje'l their 
judgement ili.iulti b: corrupted in the mainc.narnely con- 
cerning the Doctrine of I limitation. Secondly, to beware 
of the Sadaccs, kit by their Atheifnie they thetnfelues 
llioutii bee wcakned in their faith. I! Thirdly, to beware of 
the Elllns , left by their example they (lundd fluke off the 
yoakeof fubicction to lawfull jarhcrity. Anil in this our 
bkfled Sauiour fliotild be J p. tternc to all the Minifters of 
the Gofpellj to teach them to the vtteraioftcif their power 
to endcauour to beat downe the errors that either fpring 
yp,or clfe are mod rife in their cimes.T/V. i.o. i .Tit* i . i, . 

Secondly, this caueac is alio giuen by our Sauiour to all 
fncceeding Churches, becaufc lie fnrefaw by his owne fpi- 
rir of Prophefie , that many fall'e Prophets would arilcirt 
af;cr times, M-it.iq. 14 he torclaw Antichrift anting in the 
Well in the Rorruue CIxmk , from the dayesof Htmf&c 
the third, who ainbitioufly obtained of c Phocu the Em- 
perour, to be called the /Ecumenical! or VniuerfaJJ Bifliop 
of the whole Chriftian world; and therein approued hini- 
ielfe to be priturforem Antichnfli (as ,c Gregorie the firff 
(peaks) the very forerunner of Autichrilt; and id by confe- 
quence all the Popes that euct hatie lucceeded him in iliat 
lea, tohaucbene ihlmyjimi that great Antjchnlf 

Second]y,he forefaw many fall'e Pi ciphers arifing in the 
virgin-time of the Church, in the firil ^no.yeares after tub 
afcenfton , and therefore forcwarneth has Chuichwliich 
were to liue in thole 3«es,to beware otTalle Prophets.as he 
alio fotewarneth vs& ail Churches that haueliued before 
vs for the Jpacc of a thou land yearci and vpwards in the 
times of AntlchriH, or that euer (hall line hereafter to the 
end of the world, tJ Tf***^*" 1 #jf9 <ti dtw^t'icu, to be- 
ware of the Pope, and his Antichrifiian Doftrine, And 
this mull teach weake Chiiftiam not to take fcandail, 
though there be many ftrangly affefted in religion at thefc 
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dayes. Chrift told vs before hand that ftlfc Prophet* 




would arife,and wiflicd vs to beware of them, but not to 




bee fcandalized or to take offence at the truth,becaufe ef 




them. And to the end wee may not thinke it ftrange to fee 
fomany Sects and Schifmcs in our dayes, I thinke it not 






impertinent to name the feuerall forts of Sectaries and 




Hcretickes which haue fprung vp in the mod pure ages of 
the Church,f ik.. in the firft joo. ycares after Chrift. |

! Church, and therefore it is no maruell if there be fo many 
' Schifaatickcs and Sectaries in our times. Neither let Pa- 

pifts 
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pifts or others reproach the Church,or fay it is no Church, 
becaufe many fcfts arc in it : for as aComeficldretaines 
the name of a Corncficld, though it haue many ble\ /-bot- 
tles- and other (linking wecdi-s growing yp amonWi the 
Come ; euen fo the Church is a Church , although many 
Schifmatickes like fo many tares arc lqwnc in it by the 
meancs of the enuious man of hell. And indecde the pa- 
pills haue little reafon of all other toobieft againftvsthe 
multitude of feclarics , confidering ht)\v faction abounds 
and fuperabounds amongft thcmfelues. Haue they not 
the Thomifts againft the Scotifts , and the Scotifli againft 
theThomifls,and the Occhamifti againft them both? haue 
they not the Iefuites againft the Friers , and the Friers a- 
gainft the Iefuites , and the MafTc-prieRt enuying both? 
Yea, what are their fcuerall orders of Francifcans, Do- 
minicans , Auguftinians , and fuch like , but fo many 
different factions among thcmfelues difagreeing, al- 
though like Sampfons Foxes they bee tyed together by 
the tayles with fire-brands betweenc , being ouer-awed 
by the Pope the Arch-fe&arie , and thclnquifition-tor- 
turcs. ;

fhould beware of falfe Prophets. Secondly, that it is not 
faid Tp 03'tyjnr in the duall number, as though he had fpo- 
ken to fome two in the world ; but tj wi^n in the plu- 
rall number, to intimate that hee fpake vntoall that euer 
fhould take vpon them the title of Chriftians vnto the end 
of the world. 

Andindcede it is thedutieof all Chriftians, of what

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rankeiocuertheybe , ilvpaixH* iil tu» 4«*J ,| »»p»f"*^ 
to beware of falfe Prophets. 

Firft, Kings and Princes muft beware of them, and that 

both in refped of themfelues , and alio in refped of their 
fubiecls. In refpeft of themfelues, they ninft *l*f»$ix*** 

4wr«"f looke to themfelues jleft any tonne oCSelul,oiw,y 

inftrument of Antkfarift be fo impudent as to preffe into 
their royal! prefence to feducc them , and this they had 
needeto looke vnto with infinite circumfpedioiv.becaufe 
the beloued Difciple Saint hhn in his Apocalips, c. 1 6. v. 
13,14. giues them an item, that three vncleane fpirits like 
frogs (hall come out of the month of the Dragon, and out 
of the mouth of the falfe Prophet , being ipirits of Diuels 
working miracles, and going forth to the Kings of the 
earth, and of the whole world,&c. 

Secondly, Princes muft t« ifonxnr ra) a** <*f ^«/i« »,De- 
wate of falfe Prophets in refpeft of their fubieds. They 
muft take the Foxes, the youug Foxes which Ipoile the 
Vines, C*nt, 1.1 5. they muft notgtucany toleration to Ido- 
latry .either heathenifh or * Popifh in the Lords land; bat 
likegood IiJUhtf in theirtime they mull take away all the 
abhominations, & caufe all men to ferue [he Lord,i, Cbro. 
J4- 3 V Princes are Shepheards of the people,fo the Euan- 
gelicall Prophet J^lt; ftilah them in his 44. Chap, ver, 28. 
TbatftitbofCyrm^Htiimi Shepheard,&c,hm\ ' Homer 
the king ofPoets giues them the like title, in the firft of his 
/iW/tcarming Dry as a fhephcard, who was indcede the 
Prince or Chicf-tainc of the people. Now as it is the care 
of fhepbeardsnot to fufter noylbme Beads, W'olues, and 
the like, to haue their dens amqngir their fhecpe : euen fo 
it ought to bee the care of all Chriitian Princes 7! tilngere 
Lstptsfiot to fufter Idolaters to let vp their abhominations 
in any part of their'kingdomeuhe danger that may in any 
fort accrue vnto e Princes (whofe Ionics das thou O Lord 
alwaies bindc vp in the bundle of life) comtsnot by de- 
nying vnto Idolaters that which tends to their owne hurt, 
no more then euill vnto indulgent Parents by denying 
I kniues 
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kniues and poyfon to their Children, when they earneftly 
cry for fuch things , but the danger is rather in fatisfying 
their vnlawfull and finfull defircs, for herein they pro- 
uokc Gods anger againft themfelues, as Salomon did, 1. 
King.w.9. 

Secondly ,Miniftcrs muft 7e*(ttix"' ci'tJ t*» ■4W«»p«?»- 
ru Vjbeware of falfe Prophecs.Thcymuft beware of reading 
and preferring the erroneous poftils of pfeudoprophcts be- 
fore the Orthodox writings of found Diuincs: the want of 
this good take heed is the caufe that many young Ministers 
come quickly to be corrupted in their judgements, and in 
(lead of tcaching,doe rather corrupt others.Sccondly.they 
muft beware in refpecl of their flocke(c<t*<r<wr erqo Mini- 
ftri)k(\ while they flccpe the enuious man fowe tares.as it 
is in the Gofpell.Thirdly, they muft beware of entertaining 
peace with common feducers , that is an euill peace and a 
bad concord indeede which is bctweene the Shepheards 
and the Wolues, as a learned man fpcaktth. Fourtbly,they 
(and 1 doe not exclude my felfe) muft beware of being 
conuerfant, or familiar, or delighting in the company of 
thecnemiesofGods truth,3nd ofhisferuants: itis recor- 
ded by Eufebiiu concerning hhn the beloued Difciple of 
Chrift,that when Cerinthm thai damnable Herctickcainc 
into the fame Bath where Iobn was wafhing himfclfc, the 
Apoftle (prang or leapt out of the Rath , as the Author 
e fignificantly fpeakcih, fearing left God fhould haue 
fhewnc a vifiblc judgement vpon him by the fall of the 
roofc of the Bath , if tiee had remained in the company of 
fuch a wretch. Oh that there were fuch. an abhorring in 
vs Minifters at thefe dayes , for furely then errours would 
not fo thriuc as they doc. Fifthly , Miniiicrs muft take 
diligent notice of the errours that fpring vp in their times, 
as the learned Fathers did in tl»eir dayes, and by their 
preaching muft beat dow.ne to their power the fame er- 
rors. It is reported concerning the mother of Cregorit 
N>wanz me, by fome (although it be* fomewha* other- 
wife recorded by others in the life of the fame reuerend Fa» 
C 3 ther) 
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tbcrjiThat flic dreamed when fliee was concerned of that 
worthy light of the Church , thatfhec hail in her wornbe 
a white whelpc, which by his barking fhould linue away 
the VVolues from the Sheep efold. I (land not vpon the Hi- 

ftorie , but I Willi that all the Miniflers oi~ E/i^i.md 'were 
liich white wbelpesas Gre^nrie Njt.t, in wu\\-2i, and that 
their preaching were like vnco his barking to (care away 
the wolucs from the fheepfold of fcfus Chnfi 

Thirdly,the people m\il\riirfitix HV **^ w-jft'JWp'*'!- 
•nfobeware of fali'e Prophets. For fi'rlt they mult beware of 
hearing them, either publikrly if at any time they intrude 
themfclues.or priuatcly in their dandeltine or lecret Con- 
uenticks. The Shecpc of Chrift will not heare the voice 
oi a ihaoger , but flye from him, lohmo.^.. It is recorded 
* riA. 4. ttclef. ■ ty Theedante, that when Lucius an Arian Eifhop came & 
b\f£M.ah\%i preached amongft the Antiochians broaching his damna- 
Pif- ble errors, the people c torfooke the Congregations at the 

leaft for the prefent , hauing indeed bene foundlv taught 
before by worthy JtbM.ijiw, Oh that the people of this 
age had their wits thus exercifed to judge betwixt truth 
and fatfhood , but alas at thelc dayes , it errour come but 
masked with a pretence of zealc and a thundering vokea't 
is readily recciued for truth by the common multitude, 
yea I would there were not many that make a great pro- 
feflion of religion ,and yet are thus filly. 
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Pisri^iTit bewire ; in that our Saniour onely mentions 
here a i\ ipttyttt , 3 dutie of bewaring of fa J I c Pro- 
phets, ergo, it nuy fatly bee demanded and that as a cafe of 
confcicnce, whether it be lawful! for the Church « &m- 
fi'Trf»f ^wiWfojrmf , to put falfe Prophets to death. In 
the which quettion we mull carefully note whom \\ ce are 
to yndciftand by falfc Prophets. And by falfe Prophet* 

in 
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in this queflion concerning lifcand death , wee are not to 
vnderftand them that differ in opinion from vs in frmller 
matters, although I wilhfrom my lean that wee were all 
of one judgement in the leaf! things,«s well as in the grea- 
ter!: neither are we to vnderftand thereby them whkh of 
meerefimple ignorance hold fome errour at the leaf! for a 
time againft the mainc foundation of Chriftian Religion. 
The Apoftles themfelues were ignorant for a time, both 
of the death, andalfo oftherefurrectionofChrift, and 
therefore when our Sauiour fpake of either of chefc , they 
wondered, as being carried away mdeede (as men, though 
not as Apoftlcs) with the common errour of the times, 
which was this, to wit,that the Meffiah'fliould ncucr dye, 
and fo by confequence fliould nctier rife againe. But by 
falfe Prophets in this cjueftion we are to vnderftand, firft 
fuch as obftinately perfift in fundamentall crrours , after 
fufficient meanes vfed for their condition , yea not one- 
ly perfift , but alio endeauour to difperfe their pernici- 
ous crrours to the peructting of others , feeking withall 
to fupplant the contrary truth : according to that defcrip- 
tion of falfe Prophets giuen by a learned * Spaniard; 
They are falfe Prophets which teach againR the truth of 
j T^/VA, Secondly, fuch alfo, whofe herefies arc either Blaf- 
phemous in the doclrinc it fclfe,as the Arians ; or traito- 
rous againft foaeraigntie, as the Icfuitcs : and where both 
thefe concurre,thc pcrfons in whom they meet do certain- 
: ly defirue a thoufand deaths. Firft, becaufc they corrupt 
I the faith, and if fuch as corrupt and poyfon the fpiingsof 
: watcr,at the which men and beads rcceiue their drinke.de- 
fcrue capital! punifliment , how much more they , which 
as much as in them is , doe impoifon the frefh lprings of 
Sion. Secondly, becaufc they murder mens foules, yea as 
farre as poffibly they can, they nurder Chrift in a Chrifli- 
an man, as Saint y4«^Hj7<»e fpeakes in his fiff I"raclate vp- 
on Saint /e/;».And therefore if he that murders a mans bo- 
dy deferues death, how much more hectimdcflroyesa 
mans foulc. Ot if they which were murderers ci the Lord 
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Icfus in rcipecl of his body defcmedtodye , how much 

mow they which fceke to murthcr his holy fpirit. Thirdly, 

the Twkf himfelfc { as one tructy faith ) cannot io much 
hurt or endamage the Church of God as an Herettck may; 

and therefore if it be lawful! to put to death common ene- 
mies of our Hues in wane , why is it not lawful! for the 
Magiftrate to put to death the enemies of out foules > of 
God, and of the State. 

Againc, we hauc diuers examples of this lawfull leue- 
titic executed vpen Idolaters In former ages, Fkft.in FJi- 
iab, in i. Ki*g.-\%. 40. commanding all the Prophets of 
Usui to be flainc. Secondly, in Icbujxi i.King.t 0.14,15, 
giuing the like command concerning the worfhippersof ; 
Baal. Thirdly, in all the inhabitants of die land of Iuda,"m 
i.King.1 1. 18. whosicftroyed all the houfes of "SmI , and 
flue Mattan the PrieH before the Altars. 
\ Furthermore, wee haue examples alio in the Ecclefiafti- 
call Hifrorics: Firft, in Confiantme that famous Chriftian 
Empcrour, who enacted a itatute, asappcares by a c letter 
of his written to one Taurus ,Tbzt if any did offer Sacri- I 
ficc vpon the Altars : Giadto vitorefierneretun he fhould 
be put to death by the ftvord , and his goods confifcate. 
The like was cnacled by e Theedofus, and Valentmianw , 
by <JM*rti4»ns alfo , as the fame Henry Btellinget recor- 
ded!. 

And the ground and warrant of this is the good word 
of God : for the Lord himfdfe faith, "Deut. t j. 5. That 
Prspbtt or Dreamer ofdreamesjbMlbeput te deatb,i>ecaufe 
kebatbfpoi-entotHrHeyou away from the Lord your God: 

and in Scxig.Thoujkdtj ureiy kjiibtm , thine hand fiuiibe 

j firj} vptH bim to put him to death, and afterward the hand of 
all the people. And againc in verf. 10. Tbstt fbalt {lone him 

mtbfienes that bee dye , kvaufe bee hath ^ ought to thru ft 

i tb<e twajfrom the Lerd thy god. Now if any fiiall fay 

this was a Iudiciall Law giuen to the Ifraclkes." I.anfWcr 

fay it were ib, yet the equirie of that Iudiciall Law remai- 

ncth fliil to all Nations. The like proofc we haue in Zecb. 
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1 } . 5 . It {ball come to paffe that when Any fhoILjet pnpkefie, 
then his Father and bis Mother th*t begatehm,jh*Uthrnft 
him through vthen he prophefieth. 

« Saint August*: indeed wauered concerning the like 
point for a 1 itnc.as he himfelfc confeffeth in one of his Epi- 
ftles, but when he faw that the City wherein he dwelt was 
reclaimed from Donatifme by the fword of the Magi- 
ftratc,heercuerfed his opinion, and confeflcth that Hcre- 
tickes might lawfully bee enforced andpunifhed by the 
Magiftrate. 

But if any flialt obiedt, that in the-new Tcftament we« 
arc exhorted indeed to flyc the company ofHcretickcs, 
Rom \6. 17. not to receiue them into our houfes, T.Epift. 
hhn verfc \ o. after the firft and fecond admonition to re- 
ie&thcm,77M.io. 

And heere in my Text to beware of them , but no 
where to put any of them to dtath , 1 anfwer, at that time 
when the New Tcftament was penned, and alfo whenour 
blefled Sauiour liucd vpon the earth and Preached, the 
Church of God was vnder the tyrannie of the Romanc 
Empire: fo that it had bene in vainc at that time to haue 
ftirred it vp to put falfc Prophets to death,thc hands of the 
Church being then bound; neither was it abfblutely necef- 
farie to vfe any luch excitation , becaufe there was lufrici- 
ent direcliongiucn already in the Old Tcftament , what 
was to be done concerning hcreticall Seducers : and yet it 
is to be obferued, that the Charch etien in the New Tcfta- 
ment wifhed that feducers were cut off, gal. 5.11. vpon 
the which place, one of the e ancients faith, the Apoftle in 
this Text of Scripture doth not onely wifh a fpiritnall 
cutting orFto the feducers of his time/but alfo a corporall 
abfeiffion .- hee defires that as they were a meanes to put 
the Galatians to bodily patae by vrging Circumcifion vp- 
on them , fo that they themfelues might bee put to bodily 
paine. by vttcr cutting off their very Hues: where that 
reuerend Father vfeth an accufatiue cafe hot of the perfoti 
after mtledicit after the manner of the Ecclefaftici Scrip- 
7) ttret, 
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f#r*/,whofcfrfhkm it is,as a learned e Granurian fpeakes, 

to put accufatiue cafes of the perfon after verbes com- 
pounded with btnt at mile \ but to let the conftruftion 
pafle and to returtie to the matter : here we fee in Saint 
vjWr*/}hisiudgenient,tbat the Church in the Apoltles 
time, though it bad not preient power to put faluceis to 
death , yet it wiflied that they were put to death : and if 
the Church in thofc dayes wiflied their death, it would as 
well hauc put them to death if it had not beene retrained 
by ouer-ruling tyrannic} as it is more then probable,

Now what I haue laid in this queflion concerning the 
puniflicnent of hereticall feducers may iuilly be apptyed al- 
to to blafphemers of God. For if they which denie fun- 
damental] truth and oppofe it with obliinacy deferue 
death , how much more they which blaiphcme It and the 
author of it which is God and Chrilli and therefore if any 
mifcreant lew or other fliall come impudently amongft vi 
Cbriltians,and like another Goliath llia.Il defie our Sauiou r \ 
ai bee did the holt of the lining God 1 Jiircly our Magi- , 
flrates vpon tuft proofc may lawfully put him to death: '. 
May? Yea ought i'o todoc.God bimlelfe makcth blafphe- " 
my capital! , or dcatb-deferuing in expreffe termes, Lettit. I 
S4.l6.and Nef>uik*drte*,zAr in'2).M.;.jQ, makes a De- 1 
cree, that if any of what Tongue or Nation focucr j dial! 
fpeake any thing amiflc (as you haue it. in the En^iifli 
Tranflation) agiinft the God oiShadrAcb, UlfeJ&ucb'', 2nd ■ 
11 Abedttege, 
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Abednego, he fliall be cut in pieces, and his houlcftull be 
made a dung-hill : the originall words in that Text, name-

Thirdly, their hypo- 
crifiCjir hXiiixm tf^a-niy iv* iv itbiltttu \f(*n they come 
difguizedand not in their owne likenefle. For the firft, 
that they arc meere intruders into the office of teaching, 
and haue no lawhdl calling thereunto , it is apparent in 
fer. 15.21./ b.tue n t fetit tbe/e Prophets, jet they rAnne, I 
haue not fpoke>:vnto them, jet thejprophejied: they hauc 
no calling from God. 1. Becaufc either they are mecrcly 
ignorant and vnfufficient to be guides, as many are which 
take vpon them to bee Teachers amongft the Anabapttils 
and Familifts being vnleatned men taken out of fotrte 
D 1 trade, 
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trade.or fecoodly^ecaufc they haue not a tight minifteri- 
all afFection,but aimc ac their ownc priuate ends ,to wk,to 
rob»kill,8ctodeftroy,tsourSauiour faith of them, loh.io. 
lo. Or thirdly, becaufc they bold and teach fundamental! 
crroiSj which plainly argiieth that they arc guided by the 
fpirit of Saun,aud not by Gods Spirit. Furthermore com- 
monly they haue no calling from the Churdi, yea, they 
eontemne that calling as idle and impertinent, bring like 
thofe feducers fpoken of, AB. i 5.14, which went out and. 
taught the Gentiles , the Apoftlcs giuing them no fuch 
Comaundemem. 

I will not infilt vpon this point , yet it may feme as a 
ftrong motiue to diilwade men and women from hearing 
thefe vnfent feducers : for if they be not fern of God, why 
fhouldany dare to beare there , yea what good can auy 
maneipcit torcceiue by fuch teachers ; and yet fuch is the 
folly of many at thefe times , that they had tather hearc a 
man without a calling to fome priuate Coimentidc, then a 
trueMinifter fent of God and authorized by the Church 
inalAwfuUailenibly./

This is confir- 
medby that in /l/^r.14.14. where wee haue falfe Chrifts, 
and falfe Prophets going about to decciuc if it werepofll- 
blethc rcry cleft, and by that inRcM.i.zo. whac wc haue 
the Romim Iczabc! (for of her I take it, is typically fpo- 
ken in thar place) feducing Gods feruants:we may alio fee 
it daily Terified by very experience/or whom do Familifls, 
Anaba prills, and other Sectaries commonly labour to per- 
um and feducefNot Drunkards, Adulterers, Sabbaih- 

breakcrs, 
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breakers, Gamftcrs, Lycrs, Swearers and fuch like , but 
rathcr-fuch as fecme to bee conuertcd , which mournc for 
their fins and defire to know the right way toheauen, ha- 
uing bene in fome meafure wrought vpon by the publike 
Miniftery of the Church : wherein feducers is like vnto 
kitcs,which fiie vp and downe to cea2e vpon tender Chic- 
kens, or rather like vnto their father the Diuell,who loucs 
to come in amongft Gods children, hb j.i. not for loue of 
their perfons, much leiTc of the exeictfes of Religion, but 
to accomplifh his owne ends, which may ferue for* Ca- 
ueat to all tender Chriltians, to teach them the more care-

Chrornhficm ; and the woril* of the Test lb iuflly agree- 
ing : Btnstre af Ftdfe Prafhets which come vnto yon in 
jbetpet cloAtfun%, int iaivjrdlj the) are rAttcuin^ Wolues. 
Infbeepes cloJthinv : wherein we m-'y obieruc that it is 
not the manner of inducers orJinarily to 3ppcarc out- 
wardly what they are within, but If 1 1 icy bee birdi of the 
prey they will feemetobedtmes , if they be Hinging Ser- 
pentSjthev will feerne to be ha middle, wormcf ,if they bee 
truculent Wolues they w ill iecme to be innocent fheepe, 
in a wordj if they be e foulc within they will be f aire with- 
out: like him in the Poet, andtherealon ot :his hypccriiie 
in feducers is manifeft, becaufe as it is with a Wolfe, if here 
fhould conic howling to the Ihcepefoki and in his owne 
skinnethe watchful! fliepheard would refill him with his 
crookc and with his dog, but putting on a fherpes skin and 
counterfeiting the bleating of a fhcepe,hc hnds entcrtainc- 
raenr, and the flieepe fhun him cot , but delight to walk 
with him,vntiil he plucke out their throates .* euen Co per- 
nicious feducers ^ if they fhould come in their ownelike- 
neilc, they know the Magifrrarcs and M milters would 
withftand them, and the people would iliun them, and flic 
from them: but coming in the natne ol zealous Chriftians, 
they arc lefle fufpecled , andJclT; fhunned and oppoled:

HE R E it may be demanded, what is meant hyjhtetts 
doAthing^x in what manncr.cunning feduceis come 
in that raymenc. I anfwer, Seducers come in ftiecpcs do- 
thing. Fiirt, when they come with quotations out of ho- 
ly Scripture, to confirme their damnable pofuions : thus 
tliediuellcaroetoourSauiout in flieepcs clothing, when 
lie came with a Sic firip turn eft, M«t. 4. For it U written, 
henillgiue hitttAngels charge oner thee, &c.Atid thus Fa- 
milif-is and Anabapciftscomc in fheepes clothing , which 
vfc to bring Scripture peruertcd toproue their tenets, as 
though the Scripture of truth did in any fort fauour their 
errors: and thus Arius came in flieepcs clothing, of whom 
1 haue read,that he brought 4 j.placci out of the Scripture 
to proue.that Chrift was mccre man and not God, againfr 
^r^tt*/** thatdifputcd with him in the Niczan Coun- 
cc].'.. 

Secondly, when they come ruder a pretence of hauing 
all antiquity on their fides, fauouring their hereticall opi- 
nions,deceiuing the world as the Gibconitei decciucd Io • 
Jbmt with old bottels, and eld fhoocs, and mouldy bread, 
and old garments, as though they had come from farre, 
when as indeed they were but of the next townc./o/p. 1 1, 
xi. IhusTelUrmine and other Controuerfifts amongft 
the Papifts come as Wolues in flieepcs clothing, when 
they impudently aflirmc that all antiquity is on their fides, 
that all the Fathers , and Counccls.and Doclors fpeake for 
them and the like ; which hath beene proued falfe.to their 
faces by many of our' learned Diuines, which haue taken 
pames to confute them , and this fhewes, that they haue 
browesof brafle to boaftof antiquity, when asthemainc 
abhominations of Popery werefirft hatched by the Trent- 
Counccli , or rather the Trcnt-Confpjracic , hardly yet 
an 
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an hundred ycires agoe, ind were not Co much as knowne 
to the Fathen which hucd in thcrMfiuchundred ycarcs 
after Chrift. I pttte their foules, and the greater they fcce 
the more I pitie thcm,that are (o enthralled to fuch guides, 
as that they rouil beleeue w-batfocuer they tell them with- 
out any further difquifition , and fo mull content them- 
felues with the Colyars faith , tofcekeue as the Church 
belecues, though they know not what the Church btlee- 
ueth. I pitie them,- 1 lay, becaufc they arc as flieepe com- 
mitting tbemfelues to the keeping of a Wolfe , as it is in 
the c com*die,& I will (till pray that God would dellucr 
tbemouc of the iawes of thefe ibul-dctiouring Wolues ; 
and that hee would caufe the light of his owne Gofpell to 
(bine into their hearts , whereby the darke mills of igno- 
rance and fuperflkion may be difpelkd and abolifhcd,tbat . 
fo they may receiue the truth in the loue of it, to their own 
eternall benefit, and the comfort of Gods Church. 

Thirdly, when they come with plaufible bookes, fuch 
bookes as feemc to haue many good things in them, but 
force bad , fuch bookes at hauefome phyfickeand fome 
poyfon , foinc wheate and fome tares : for it is the man- 
ner of Hcretickes as (jregorj notes to mingle fome good 
cto.'bdbtat I>m\ things amangft their bid, cuenas a cunning poyfonec 
bmtkt W'* whence meanc* to poyfoo another mau with fome dead- 
ly wine j bee firdannointcth the lip of the cup with J wcec 
hbny : thus the mod Hen tides and Seducers come in 
(Keepcs tloathing , . by giuing reducing bookes as a great 
pre feat to fuch as they mcanc to leduce. 

Fourthly, when they come as the Apoflle fpeakesof 
them, ikixs. t6.i 8. with good words and flattering fpee- 
cbes pretending to tender our good , and to-counfcll vs 
for the bell, to wifh our f.luation, &e. and yet vnder that 
colour, labour tofedute ?s : for as a learned « Father 
fpeakcth: Hcc t|i4~«t vndcA* C 
fell do indeed Jeduccmcm-fliii 
to the Church of God trrdjj 
all pretend to giuc good lb' 
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as theirbrcath is as the poyfon of Afpes, and as it is laid of 
thcBifiiuke, thathec kills with his lookc, or with the 
beanies that come from his poyionfull iyes, cuenfothefc

j Filthly, when they come with the whole fupcrficics or 
outfide of a Chrillian profeffion, :s e one of the Ancients 
fpcakes, to wit, with an outward cxprclTion of holinenc, 
with a feeming contempt of the world, with prayers, fa- 
llings, teaics/almes-decds.fecming zcaIe,comcly gefturei, 
feeming leue, fcenVng patience, feeming conformitic, Tee- 
ming humilif i;, feeming harmelefnefle and the like j font 
is not vnulujll with Seducers to difP-mblcan houeft life,as 
{ one of the Fathers faith: thus the Herodians and Difci- 
plesof the Pharifees cametaourSauiour inflieepcscloa- 
thing , L"kf io« ao. counterfeiting themfelues to bee iull 
men, and thus of all other Seels vnder the Sunne , the hy- 
pocricica.'l Scit of the Familirts, together with their 
comurades the Anabaptifts come amongft vs Chridians in 
(hecpes cloathing:for they will carry themfelues c fraooth-

Secondly, it feruei iuftly to reproue many of our times, 
who for want of judgement being blinded wiih affeclion, 
are ready ro iuilfie erroneous perfons for a metre outward 
bypocriticall fhew , be their doctrines and opinions ncuer 
fo pernicious and heretical!; which is as if a foolifh man ot 
woman Humid commend a Wolfe to bee an innocent and 
harmeleiTe crcamre , becaufc hce hath put on a Sheepes- 
skinne. 

Thirdly, it femes to teach inch as make (hew of Reli- 
gion , to take notice that a nxerc octfide in Rcl giort is not 
fufficient in Gods fight; an Hypocrite, yea a damnable 
Seducer may haue an outfide , hee may come in a fheepes 
skinne as we haue heard : but wee mull labour for an ho- 
neft heatt: for G>>d defireth truth in the inward part^Pfal. 

Fourthly, it femes to teach Chriflians to bee the more 

wary with whom they do conuerfc, and w hom [bey heare, 

I especially to beware of priuatc Conucnticks , left whilft 

they thinke to conuctfe with tiucihecf e, they meete with, 

Wolues in flieepes cloathsnt*. 

Fifthly, ttferucs to teach Goucrniffs to bee the more 

wane, 
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warie , when cunning feduccrs come before them , for at 
tticfc Wolues haue their fbccpci cloathing todecciue the 
people wiihall , fo they haue their outward yeelding to 
conformi'ie, their cquiuocations, their externall fubmiffi- 
ons and the like , wherewith to deceiuc authority and to 
rid themfelues out of trouble. Aritu waiknowoetoyeeld 
to the NiceanCouncell asappeares by a Letter of fubmif- 
fion which he wrote to Conftantine the Great : the which 
Letter is noted by c hueriut in the Defcripuon of the Ni»- 
ccan Councell: but his yeelding was meerely Hypocriti- 
caJl to rid himfclfcout of trouble, for he retained hit blaf- 
phemous opinions flill,and difperfed them in priuatc more 
then before. I confefle the Magiftratcs cannot doe fcfle 
( I meant- the €hurch-Gouernourt) then receiue penitent 
perfons vpon their fubmilfion into the Church againe. I 
acknowledge alio that the bofome of the Church fhould 
bee al waiesopen to humbled and contrite perfons.But be* 
caufe Hypocriticall feducers may make it a pradifc to de- 
cciue Magiftraies by fained fubmiflion^hcrcforethc fafeft 
courfe is, ('which Hands alfo with iuftice) to inflifl vpon 
them conJigne punifhment for their former disturbances, 
and then if after their due punifhment they will fubmit 
and defirc to beesaccsoed, to receiue them vpon further 
tryall.Ifay vpon further tryall, for i^'wr tw ifa* 5 »S» 
yrtSfttir aA«er7i* , M it is in the Prouerbe, the Woiiemay 
change his liaire , but hee will hardly change his ntindc or 
natures and thus much may fuffice for the firH Dcfcriptioo 
of fa'fe Prophets , which is by their outward habit orex- 
ternall fhew,iu thefe v/ords^hichcomtvmtojoHinfitepej 
cioxthinfft.

Wolues , it firtt lerues not onely to iuflifie againft all ca- 
lum ijators , but alfo much to commend the lawfull leuc- 
ritie of Coutts of luftice againft fuch. « Saint AnguBint 

faith, there is a punching mercy, and a (paring crueltie. 
This may fecme a paradox to lotne., but tlic Father knew 
what he faid ; for it is a punifbing mercie when worthy 
Gouernours do ptinifh dangerous fcducersfortheialetie 
of the whole , and. it were a (paring cruckie to let them 
paiTc vnpuniflied ; for lotke how much mercy is (hewed 
to the Wolfe , k> much crueluc is done to the Sheepe.yea 
it is mercy to leducers thcnifelues ( if they could skill 
of ir ) chac the Goucniors kcke to reflraint them from 
their'damnabkwaycs, by infixing iult punifliruent vp- 
on them, this beiiig thc'lalt mejiies that the Church can 
vie to cure them ; according to that of zAnfietlt , pu- 
nifliments are kindes cf medicines; but howloeuer ftdti- 
cers themfelues and their court-ihrtdeniig adherents do 
take it , I am lure all good people June great caulc to 
praifeGod for the zeale of our Gouernours iu this re- 
fpeil : our bodies might as lately liue in a rearing wildcr- 
neffc in the midft of Wolues and Tygers j as our Joules in 
our ftronoeli Cities amongd icducers , if there were not 
Coutts offurtice to fupprcile them. 

SecondIv,it makes for the iufl reproofeof many at thele 
daycs,who when they haue dangerous Wolues diicouetcd 
vnto them , will not" lend their helping hand w fupprefle 
them for the common iafcty of the Chutch,but foffer them 
to walkc vp and downein the very Shccpefoldof Chrdi 
without refiftance. G -ds caufe and his truth for the which 
they ought to contend, ltdt i . is little beholding to them, 
I pray God it be not one day layd to their charge : a bad 
caufe often times findes much patronage; the wicker! will 
ftraine ebeir putfes, trie their friends, put themfelues to 
great paines for the fupporting of it; but the caufe of God 
mayiiiikeor iwim (were it sot for good Goueinours) tor 

any 
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any helpe or countenance that the men of our rime for the 
mod part will giue vnto it. If it were notorioufly knowgc 
that fome deuouring Wolfe did haunt about thisCitie, 
which had deftroyed an 100. perfon$,I fuppofe euery man 
would lay it to heart, and vfe the belt meanes he could to 
fupprefle fuch a noyfome creature : are we thus carefull 
for the common fafetic of mens liues , and (ball there bee 
no care for the common fafetic of foules? It is fo bainous 
a matter when an hundred perfons are corporally flran- 
gled,and is it nothing when many hundreds are fpiritually 
murdered? But 1 imagine what )ou will fay ; why ffiould 
wc put our finger in the fire ? why (hould we meddle in a 
cmtrouerfie wnich concernts vs not ? I anfwer, if the con- 
trouerfie indeede were a mecre priuatc controuerfie, you 
fecmctofay fomethingsbutifit be a publike controuerfie, 
andconccrne theco.imioii fifetie, your obieclion or plea 
is little worth. 

But many haue learned that Greeke Prouerbe in our 
times, i«i-«f ixvtv in* uyititt. fiU, it is good flceping in a 
whole skin : yea ibmc arc Inch valiant champions,that be- 
ing ingaged in the Lords controuerfie, will vfe mcanes 
and friends to diaw their owne heads out of the collar 
and lcauc others to endure the whole brunt of the batteJl 
and danger. Such white-liuered Souldicrs are fit to take 
the S.itm.utda jpoii.i which « Cicero fpeakcsof; fpoiles 
which aie obiaincil Jin f/k»gxi»e &fndore:ifv\£loTie will 
come o' it fclfe without paines or perill it (hall be well- 
come, if not, tht y will not contend for it.

Which may feme to teach vs; Enl'l/that ihedefireof 
winning of faults is not alwayes die niuke of a true Mnii- 
fier, sialic Prophet niayhunwerand thirft to winne Ionics 
Co his ownc faction » but aVinccre defire to gaine foules 
to Chritl, and'. eo his truth: this is a-badgc of a true 
Shcphcard.

THis which followcth was added becaufe an order of 
fubmilTion or recantation wasenioyned by themoft 
reuerend Father in God , the Lord Archbifhop of C*n- 
terbnrie liis grace, and other his Maieflics Commiffioncrs 
Ecdcfiafticall vnto one John Hcthcrinpton , late o! the Ci- 
tie ofli'cftminjltr , and now of Putney in the Countie of 
Surrey , to J)c performed by him the fame day this Sermon 
was preached at P.xuls Croflc, being the eleauenth day of 
February, Anno 1627. when it was ordered that the faid 
Hethoinuonvyon Sonday the 1 i.day of February fhould 
before the beginning of the Sermon at /\t«/j Croflc come , 
within the wall there in ft before the Pulpit, and there : 
(land before the Preacher, bare-iaccd and bare-headed in 
fomc tminent place , where hee might becbeft fcenc and , 
heard of the Congregation allcmbled during the whole j 
time of the Sermon , hailing a paper on his bre3il exprel- f

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Church *fEngt*HA,i*f*ji*£itu no true Church ofChrift, 
a*A fab h fang $ther errmimt opnians , proceeding from 
tb*t tSgrumdt for the which caufe he was enioyncd this 
acknowledgement. 

Whereas I hhn Hetheringtan ftand by the depositions 
of futldry witoeffes judicially, conuiited before the Kings 
Maiefiies CornmifTtoncrs appointed for Caufes Ecctefi- 
aiicali, for that fincc the ao. of December 1 61 j. I haue, 
maintained ami publiihcd, that the Church of England as 
It is now by the Law eftablillied , is no true Church of 
Cimft, and thscit teachethfalfe Doctrine, that the Sab- 
bath day or Soaday , which we commonly call the Lords 
day, fince the Apoftles time was of no force, and thateuc- 
ry day is a Sabbath as much as that which we call the Sab- 
bath day, the Lords day or Sonday ; that the Bookes of 
Efirxs are and ought to beg ■elleemed part of the Canoni- 
cal! Scripture : as alio to haue tied reproachful! words to 
and of the Mini%rs of the Church of England ^ and of 
their calling. And further,- whereas it ftandeth proued a- 
gainfl me, that being by trade aBoxmakcr about fine or 
fitc yearc* fincc I gauc oucr my laid trade, and frequented 
priuate Conuentides,, by the Lawcs of this Realrue pro- 
hibited, taking vpon me within the time anckulateikp be 
the chiefc Speaker, and to inlrrudc others , not being of 
mine owne faroilie in points of Dodrine , and nutters of 
faith, giuingcipofitions contrary to the receiued opinions 
of this our Church of EntlMdjxA in defence of Inch Con- 
uentides haue (aid or writ that Ctfar may command a 
place in publike , fo as hec forbid none in priuate. Asalfo 
that I haue bin of opinion with chcFamiiitts touching the 
perfect puritie of the foulc , with fume other erroniouso- 
pinions "mentioned in the proofes. For the which I haue 
bene imprifoned by the order of his Maiefiies Commiflio- 
ners Ecdefiafticall, and haue becne enioyned to make this 
my pubJike Recantation or fubmiflion here this 'day. 1 doe 
therefore before you all here prefent from my heart re- 
nounce, abjure, and difclaimc all the faid opinions as cr- 
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ronious and fchifmaticall , and do pxomife from hence- 
forth not to cntermeddle in the keepingor frequenting of 
any priuate Conuentides or exercifes of Religion by the 
Lawcs of this Rcalme prohibited : but to conformc my 
fclfe in all things to the Doftrinc and Difciplinc of die 
Church of England, as a pernor cjf ^at £torch {without 
difturbing the peace and vnitie thereof, anddo DlclTe and 
praife God , that as a reetitotf 1« giej fift Church I nay 
freely ioyne with the Parochiall Congregations , where I 
ftiall refide in the hearing of Diuinc Seruicefaid, Godi 
word preached , and in the participation of the holy and 
blefled Sacrament of the Lord/ Supper rightly and duly 
adminiftred, and in all other religious duties. Forxhe due 
performance whereof I do here giue my faithfull promife: 
and that 1 may fo do, I defire you all h ere prefent to ioyne 
with me in faying the Lords Prayer; Our Ftthtrwkkk 
artin hctuen, &c.

The Seuerall kinds of Myfticall 
VVolues breeding in E n g l a n d. 

YOu haue heard in the gencrall handling of the Text, 
of difguifed and palliated Wolues: but becaufe, as 
the c Poet faith truely , things heard with the care, 
oftentimes leauc leffe imprcflion behind them then things 
icene with the eye. Therefore I will now endeauour in the 
more particular application of that which hath bene fpo- 
ken;to fhew you,or to prcfent before your eyes.fuch a ve- 
ry Wolfe as our Sauiour fpcakes of in my Text. 1 confeffe 
a « learned Writer faith , which might lecme a Paradox, 
NuUifunt Lufi in Angh* , that wee baue no Wolnes in 
Engljnd : but for the true vnderftanding of that Author, 
we muft neceflarily diftinguifh ot Wolues : there be natu- 
rall Wolues and myfticall Wolues.- concerning naturall 
Wolues (and of them he fpeakcs)he reporteth truly to the 
world of our Nation,that we hauenonc of them trdinarUj 
breeding amongfl w.but concerning myfticall Woliies,it is 
quite otherwife:in that fenfc, Multifont Luf tin Angli* } 
we haue many wolues in England ,we haue Popifh Wolues 
which haue fought by all poffible roeanes-both by force 
and flattcrie, to reduce all to blindnefle and fuperftition a- 
gaine,asappcares by their hellifh Gunpowder-plot neuer 
to be forgotten, in the ycare 1605. and other defignes of 
theirs: we haue Armiaian Wolues , which make a bridge 
betweenevsand Popery, endcauounng in fome points to 
reconcile the Wolues and the Lamb..: which the very Hea- 
then "Poets beinp reaionablc men^auc judged an impof- 
fiblc taske: we haue Anabaputiicall Wolucs,which iumne 
with the Arminiansinco.iitionalkleftionvpon forefcenc 
faith ot woikcs, in denying the dodtrinc of reprobation in 
F 5 the 
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the true fenfc thereof, in maintaining vniuerfaJI redemp- 
tion of all of all forts, in maintaining the doclrine of frec- 
will,in defending and pleading for falling from grace > or 
the totall Apofhcy of Sair)ts,eVc, 

Fourthly, I would wee had not Roley-croflc-Wolues 
which turne Diuinity into phaniies, & idle {peculations of 

< their owns braine, ctfeeming test-men, err fuchasendca- 
uour to keepc to the naturall fenfe of Scripturefnot daring 

i to make an allegorie in a Text w litre the fpirit ot God de- 
fires to be vnderftcod without an allegoric) to bet vulgar 
Dimncs, as they inculcate in fomc of their phanfifull 
bookes ; boafting alll> of their ability, to worke miracles 

j and to (hew their Profclyces God almighty in a bodily 

1 fhape , but becaufc they doe this more priuacely ; being 
either afhamed, or affraid it flioulii come to light, I pafle 
it by for the prefent ; there may be further occafion here- 
after giucn vnto foaictolay them open concerning other 

I abhominadons of theirs, that others may . beware of'theoi. 
Laftly, I would we had notFamilMticall Wolucs, and. that 
of diaers forts , as firft , Famililts of the Callahan order 
which diilent from our doctrine, and oppofe it in euety 
fyllable thereof , and yet like notorious Hypocrites, if 
they be neuer fo little queftioned,w ill make "ihew by out- 
ward teeming conformitie, as though they did highly ap- 
proue the doctrine of our Church , and were ready-preft 
to defend the fame : which hold alio that the Law of God 
may bee pcrfe&ly fulfilled by men in this world, which 
tearme themfelues Eagles , Angels , and Arch-angels, 
Lainbes, and Doues, Sec. which hope in afhort time to be 
infpircd with light and illumination , as farre as cucr Paul 
mittd tbu tm\ or any of the Prophets were: which e allegorize the pla- 
tbertwit *4j t CCJ Q f Scripture concerning Chrill , dreaming oncly of 2 
fandtifying Chri.lt, and abhorring a iuflifying Sauiour ; ex- 
peeling faiuation indeed by their owne workes 1 although 
they be knowne to be corrupt workers, both in their cal- 
lings md families : holding that Turkcs and Pagans may 
be faucd as well as any other if they liue well, though they 
had neuer heard of Chrift : if their bee any of this fa&ion 
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Ml remaining, as I doubt not but there bee, I wifhthem 
lpecdily to repent, and to turne their laughter into mour. 
ning , for otherwife God r.o doubt wilffo time difcouet 
them,notwithftanding all their fhifes and hypocrifies. 

Secondly, I would we had not Grindltonian Famililts 
in the Noith parts of England, which hold: 
Firfl, that the Scripture is but for nouices. 
Secondly, that the Sabbath is to becobferuedbutas'a 

Lecture day. 
Thirdly, that to pray for pardon offinne, after one is 

aflured of Gods louc,is to offer Chriftagaine. 
Fourtlily,that their fpirit is not to be tryed by the Scrip- 
turc.but the Scripture by their fpirit. 

Fifthly , that wee mud not now goe by motiues but by 

motions. 
Sixthly, that when God comes to dwell in a man,hc fo 

fills the fouIe,that there is nomore/w/w/Zlufting. 
Seuently, that they fee no reafon why Minifters ftio'nW 
fpeake againft the finnes of the wicked, feeing the 
wicked man can do nothing but finnc. 
Eighth/, which boaft and thankc God , that they hiuc 
caftofFpraying in their Families, repeating of Ser- 
mons and fuch like long agoe. 
Ninthly , which fcoffeat fuch as make Confciencc of 

words, with many other pcrnitious points. 
Thirdly , I would wee had not Familifls in the Moun- 
taincs, which fay, that they haue quite vanquished the 
diuell, that they arc pure from«ll finnc, and that they 
arc neuer fo much as tempted to doubt of their fpirituall 
eff ate. Fourthly, I would we had not Familifls of the Val- 
lyes which bring in their damnable doctrine with fairc pre- 
tences of weepingjof fighing, oflifting vp the eyes tohea- 
uen, of patience, of a fmooth canyagc and tnc like. I 
would we had not Familifls ofthefcattcrcdflocke, which 
feduce by pretending themfelues to! bee of them which 
feare the Lord, when they are pothing Jeffe. I would wee 
had not Famililts of Caps his order and of other rankes: 

but 
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but amongft the reft of thefe myfticall Woloes, there <-> 
hath beeae difcouered of lite to his Maicfties High Cmn- 
mih*ion-Coun,a notable doJc-dcuouriug Wolfe, one Iohn 
Hethtri*gfgn a Boxe-maker,whom 1 may iuftly tearme a 
Wolfc(according to the title giuen to ieducers in my Text) 
in refpectof his pemitious doilrlnc , being the Teacher to 
a great number of Factious perion* about this Citic : and 
'AnfatM.tM he may fitly be compared to the Wolfe Glanos, c U 3 t f"wn 
Hj/».«*«,m-j T j f i,i i ^r* t which feekes to prey vpon nirti; or to the 
Wolfe Oc*, which in the cold time when the Moun- 
taincs arecoutrcd with fuow, will impudently enter into 
the very Citie to i'eeke for his prey, as * Gifner rccordah: 
cuen fo this myfticali W olfe vlech to prey vpon men, as ap- 
peares by the multitude of Schiimaticatl perfons whom 
he hath icduced; yea, he is growne lb impudent, thit he is 
entred into this famous Citie,to ceaze vpon his prey there, 
although he know there bee vigilant Pallors in it, able to 
refill him. 

But that I may proceed methodically in that which I 
hauc further to write , 1 will confine the remainder to 
three heads: vi<.

whofeperfons 01 f.yjngs, Hctherington himlelfe the party 
defendant did pr pound no manner of exceptions ; not- 
withflandins lice had iufficient time allowed him by the 
Court , nor aier fo much as offered to except ay ainrt tliem 
in any Leg rl courle : by the teftimonies ot thefe vntainted 
IVitiieffc*, which werenot a few , and whereof two were 
Minifters of good note,it appeared and was proued. 

Pidt, that the faid /"^/^fr/^r,>«hauingbeene by trade 
aBoxe-maker,ca!toffhis trade, and betooke himlelfe to 
be an enterprcter of the Scripture to many psrfonj not of 
his owne Familie, keeping priuatc Conuenticle* by the 
Lawes of this Realme prohibited^ the which Conuenti- 
des: hee tooke vpon hi n to bee the chiefe fpeaker,and in- 
ftruclor in points ofdodrinc, and matters of Faith, gi- 
uing many interpretations contrary to the receiued Te- 
nets taiig'nc and held in the Church ot England. 

Secondly, that hee hath maintained and pub!i(ried,that 
the Church of England is no true Church of Chrift; that 
lr teacheth falfe doctrine.hauing vied alio many reproach - 
fail fpecches to and of the Rcucrend Minifkrs of our 
Church, whereby hee hath vwthdrawne many from the 
Chur:hot Enghnd to his owne Faction. 

Tnirdlv.thatheis a man dif.uTcitcdtothe gouernmenc 
and difciDliue of the Church of England now by law ciia- 
olifhjd, andagrecchin opinion with thcScci of the Fa- 
G mililti 
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nrilifti and other Sectaries: holding with the Familifts the 
perfect purity of the ibulc. 

FourtMy-,thJtt fince the twentieth a£ < Decemt>tr i \ 6 1 3. 
he hath maintained, and publHlirdj thac the Sabbath fiucc 
the Apoftles time was of no force ; and that euery day is a 
Sabbath, as much as that which we call the Lords day, or 
Sonday, 

Fifthly.tkat he holdcth and maintaincth that the books 
oiEfdru are pan of the C anonicali Scripture , and that 
they ought (0 to be efteemed. 

For the which his errooious opinions and 5«niimaticall 
carriage tending to the difturbancc of the peace of the 
Church, and to thefedudcg of many fillie foules , the 
1 Court adjudged hire to be a dangerous Seilarie , and one 
thac was well worthy to bee retrained and punifhed, and 
', amoogft the reft of the punifhments laid vpon liim » this 
was one; that bee fhould publikely recant his errors at 
?4*/jCroffc; wherein the fentencc of that Honourable 
Court, is like to the cenfurc of the Church vpon Schifba- 
tickes in the dayes of JthMnfm, in the which time, as ap- 
'MpQ.Aibaufl ptaresby «ooeofhisEpiflles,ifany did fall or reuolt from 
sdAMimb. 1 ,j, e church to Aiianifme , and afterwards repenting him- 
felfe of bis reuolt, defired to be reconciled to the Church 
againe, amongfi the reft of bis punifhments, cnioyned him 
by the Church for his Apoftacie , this was one 1 that lice 
fhould publikely il J4*$nujt(m» iSriifinwi)* <tf»« re- 
nounce, or make a Recantation of his Arian hereile. For 
this worthy Sentence of the Court , all Gods feruants in 
this City.haue great caufc to glorifie God;yea,l hope alio 
hi* Mikity will take fpeciall notice of it for the encou- 
ragement of bil worthy CoBumflioDcrs in wel-doing. 
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; TbefccondDifcoueric o/lohn Hethcring- 
ton j fvbicb is by bis Boohs. 

Come we now to the fecond Difcouerie, which is by his 
Bookes. The faid Hetherington and his Factious company, 
hauc ccrtaine Bookes wherewith they do vftfally feduce 
and withdraw men and women from the Church of Eng- 
land t and thefe feducing Bookes are of two forts , cither 
fuch as were made by Hetherington himfelfe ( for it is true 
which HorAce faith , Scribimttt indoUi dtthqnt foewAtA 
faflim, ignorant idiots in our dates will be writing Books 
as well as the Learned)or fuch as were made by his prede- 
ceflbrjT.Z,. who was as it fecmes the ringleader of this fa- 
ctious company before Hetheringtom for let y$ take notice 
of this certainty, that when any Secttnaftcr dies or leaueth 
a place, either amongfi Anabaptifts, or Familifts, another 
ordinarily fucceeds him in the miniftration to vphold the 
faction. 

The firftBooke written by Hetherington himfelfe, who 
of a Boxe-maker is now become a Bookemaker, is that a- 
gainft one Smith an Anabaptift .wherein vnder a colour of 
writing againft Anabaptifts, he broachcth ("but very cun- 
ningly) his owne familitiicall errors. 

In this booke againft Smith, printed in thcycare,t<5 10. 
he cunningly couchcth many dangerous errors : to name 
but fome of them for breuity fake. 

At page 1. he acknowledged no other Church but that 
which confifts of liuing ftones, meaning by his Church of 
liuing ftones, his owne factious Company, as all Schifma- j 
tickes yndcrftand none but themfelues , wbenfoeucr tbey 
fpeake of the true Church of Chrift. 

Secondly, vnto this fanfied Church he appropriateth the 
power of the keyes , page i.df.falfly interpreting that in 
Mat. lS.ij.Ttllthe Churchy that is.faith he, at page 74. 
tell ic to thofe little ones borne of God:wheras it is meant, 
that we fhould tell the Gouernours of the Church which 
are in place and authority , whether they be regenerate or 
G 2 vnrc- 
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vnregenerata, ei*rti as Paul appealed vnto heathenifh (7.*- 

Thirdly, at page 7 ;g, He arrogate th to his Church the 
knowledge of infallibility in Judging concerning the uieoi- 
bets of the fame. 

Fourthly ,at page 8 1 . 8 1. He faith ,that Ctf.tr may corn- 
manda place in publike, fohedoe turbid none in priuate: 
wherein be lpeaketh cunningly tar the libertie of Conticu- 
ticlcs, as I thinkeany that know him will eafily difecrae. 

Fifthly, at page 86. He faith , the Pope liatb his power 
twn God, and that he mull be obeyed; wherein hedif- 
couereth his notorious Hypocnfc as beinij ready if occa- 
sion were offered to fubreit outwardly to Anticiuifthim- 
iclfe. 

Sixthly, at page 88.80. Hce feeincs cuunh-qlv to teach 
his Proltlytes not to icruple at ouuvaid circumcifion if 
occafion be offered,nor at fitting in the Idols Temple ("hce 
would lav c pofTibly, if hedutlt, at going to the Malle) a- 
bufwg that in t.Ktngs 5.19 where the Prophet bids A'»i.j- 
mun the S)ri.w goe in peace, as though he had hid him go 
in peace to the houle ot Rimwamwhci eby it may aypeai e, 
what this man and his Proklytes would due d'Uicunici- 
(ion were vrged vpr.nthcm by iheTurke, orgoin«to 
the Maile by the Pope : and, indeed fume of his Proltlytes 
hauc bene obletued to fay , that if hee were at iW^'bee 
would ioyne with diem their ailonneas with vs here; ma- 
ny other pernicious errors are touched in this Bnolkc a- 
gaiiifl Smitb } by cunning intimations which none fha 11 or- 
dinarily vndertland ( though they rcadethe Boojie/ but 
oncly his "educed Profely tcs,which are lecretly acouauiitd 
with his myftery: it is obhrued by e Fr.Mci/au Veuttus a 
learned Writer concerning Artfiutfe^lat he wrote his na- 
tural!

ho vybct by his liypocry tical] faming to turne, hee reaped \ 
noima gainetohimfclfcasitis wellknowne.

magnifie him, his lufticc and Mercy for encr, abufiiig that 
place in Philip. 1.10, 1 1. which prooucs not that cucr hell 
fhall be made a Chappcll to praife God in. Tims foolifo 
and ignorant men will take vpon them to be Teachers ot 
Diuinitie^ing vnfecne in the very grounds thereof: much 
like to thepreiumptuous Quackfalucrs, which take vpon 
them to b* great Chinirgians and Phyfitians, being vn-

Thirdly, to repp/adi the Mini- 
(iers which come to preferment in die Church by the fa- 
uour of Princes, rearming them the Sonnes ot "Beor at 
page 26. Fourthly, cunningly to gitd at tliepivrogatiue 
ot' Kings, with the which he faith.

Did not Heths- 
rtHftot$ call God to witneflc , that he was free from inch o- 
pinions as were laid co his charge, which noiwithlfanJing 
heisknownenotoricnflytoliold , as the very Articles of 
his faith. I w ifli him to remember what lice hath written, 
or faid to this putpole, and efpecially his letter which hee 
wrote to a great man in this kingdoms for his enlarge- 
ment: indeed it is true , hee will lee me to mainrainc (ome 
of his erroneous opinions to this day , but I wifliior his 
owne good, that it were not rather to enrich himlelfe in 
the Prifonby drawing money from his numerous multi-

In the laft place, this man may be much difcouere-j p.- 
the right Application of my Text. Forfirft he is a'VVojic 
in theYenfe of my Text./ Secondly, hee comes in fheepes 
doathing: that he is a Wolfe in the fenfe of my Text, is 
mautfeft to all that know him inttu & in cute : iorFirii, 
he (kales gently with his Profelytes at the tuft drawing 
them tato lighter errors (although 1 muft needs fay, 1 
know no one error that he holds which is limply ligbtjbut 
j afterwards like a rauenitig Wolfe, he tcares their fbules in 

pieces 
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pieces by bringing them by his fpirituall incbantments to 
defpife the Church, to rciedt the publike Miniftcry , or at 
thcleafttoceaflctoeftceme and bclecuc it, to haue the 
Lords Day in contempt, to caft off holy duties in priuate 
Families and the like; all this is very well knownc in the 
Citie, to fuch as do but know his followers. 

Secondly , hee is very dull to vndertf and the truth, for 
who is more blockifti then hee which is ignorant, and yet 
fcornes to be taught: but he is very quick-fightcd tofinde 
out cunning cuafions and fubtill cquiuocations to hide his 
pemitious errors ( if poflibly hee may) from the eye ofau- 
thorkyjthis 1 an) perfwaded prudent men before whom he 
hath beene conuented, doc partly difcerne, befides others 
which haue conuericd with him and his factious com- 
panie. 

Thirdly,as a Wolfe begets a Wolfc,fo this feftary where. 
focuer hcpreuailcs with any man or woman,tomakc them 
his Profelytes, he makes them like vnto himfelfe : will hee 
equiuocatc? fo will they : will hee traduce good Minifters 
and good people, terming them Puritans though they be 
neuer fo conformablc?fo will they: will he fecke to feduce? 
fo will they: ! may well fpeake this by cxperience,confidc- 
ring that there be few or no tendercofcioned Chriflians in 
all myPari/h which haue not bene tampered with,by thefe 
feducingfellowcs,and follicitcd ro HetherwgtonsCormcn- 
tides: wherefore as it was once feincd concerning /uptter, 
nvs Tit-Tit Sw , that hee begat new Gods as <= one of the 
Greekc Poets hath it. So it may bee faid concerning He- 
tberington without fiction, /mrU-m htfahHf, hee begets 
new Profelytes , which quickly turne traducers of the 
Church, ifnor worfc then fo. . 

Fourthly, he comes in fheepes cloathing : for, FirlThee 
comes with quotations of Scripture to maintaine pernici- 
ous errors, witneflc his bookes. Secondly, he comes with 
flattering words , pretending to tender mens foules and 
the like; witneflc many which haue beene alTaulted by 
him or by his followers. Thirdly , he comes with lincy- 
H j wool fie 
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woolfiebookes,fuch as fauour offomc leaning deuocion, 
but comeming dangerous errors clofely couched. Fourth - 
ly, he comes inthc whole out fide of a C'hriliian ; there is 
nothing a true Chrifhan hath indeed, but thelc fcllowcs 
to feme their ownc turnc can haue it in fhew,they can figh, 
and weepe,& bumble theinfelues, and make flic w offomc 
ciuill venues ,&c but all this isioyned with pernitious er- 
rors of judgement and fchifme.Fifthly,hc hath bis flicepes 
cloathingalfo, wherewith codecriue authority, viz. his 
falfc recriminations, his feined fubmiffions, his hypocriti- 
call equiuacations,his fliamclefle denyals, with many fuch : 
if any fhall defire to be further fatisfied concerning Hethe- 
ringtatt aadhis faflious company, let him but enquire a- 
mongft honeft Religious Citizens, andheefiullnot onely 
finde this little which I lay true of them, but much 
more. 

And thus Ibaue cndeuouredtofliew you this Woolfe 
in his owne skinne.I pray God difcouerhim further for the 
fafety of his Church : and thus alio I haucdone with the 
firft chine propounded ; namely, the Difcouerie. Where- 
in, howfoeuer I may fceme to'vfe fharpneffe hi Zealefor 
the Church, yet I am lure I haue mingled no malice, for I 
neuer had any particular quarrell againft him in all coy lite 
as he well knoweth : & hauing difpatched the Dilcouciie, 
it remiincth now according to our Method propounded, 
that we come to matter of Confutation ; and heerein 1 doe 
not meane to infill vpon the refutation of cucry dotage 
which he is knowne to hold, for fo I might Lee infinite. I 
will not ftand to proue againft him, that the Church of 
England is a true Church, for this were to hold a candle 
to fee the Sunnc by,whicb is fcene fufficicntly by its owne 
light:a chaftc Spoufe remaineth an honeft woman .though 
neuer fo many varlots reproach her as an rurlor,cuen fo 
the Church of England, my dcarc Mother (hall remaine 1 
hope for the future, and is for the prcfent a true Church, 
when all pceuifh Scbifmacickcs, Brownifts, Anabaptifts, 
'Familiftsaad fuch like, haue laid os ray led what they can

aga.nrt her: neither wil Iinfiftvpon his dotage concer-

The Sabbath day, or that which wc call the Lords day 
is no more a Sabbath m Hetheringtons Opinion then any 
other day, as vvasproucd by the oathes of honeft men a- 
ga.nft him : wherein like vnto F Mx> he would blow vp 
al Religion at one blaft by the Gun-powder of Familifti- 
call Doctrine, and open a window to all Atheifrae and 
prophanncfTc: for take away the Sabbath, and farewell 
all Religion : neither lee this equiuocator fay, that he doth 
notvtterly deme the morality of the Sabbath, but onclv 
that hee holds it is not to be fo ftriflly kept as it was a- 
mongft the Iewes &c. for it is perfcety knowne to many 
•nthe-City, which I hope may eafily be produced if need 
toould require,that neithcrtf^/^nor hii followers 
haue made any confidence of working in their ordinary 
trades vpon that day, or of buying and felling and the like- 
yea,the truth is,asappcaresbyfomethat haue bcene inti- 
mate with them, and by fome other that haue beene con- 
certed from them, that where their pernicious define 
doth prcuaile ,t brings men or women to a plaine cotempt 
of the Sabbath,to worke vpon that day to defpight others

THe true Morality of the Sabbath confiftingnot in a 
myfUcall retting from" flnne as the Famililts pretend, 
but in celebrating of a r i appointed Jay in leuen in the 
worfhip and feruice of God, may bee denionllrated and 
proued by tfacfc arguments following, 

Firft, from the time when it was firft inftituted and t 
celebrated and that was in the time of mans innocency be- 
fore any Mofakall Cercmonic was in vie, Gtn.i. % indeed 
intheftatcofinnoccncy,God had giuen vnto Adam the 
Law concerning the Tree of knowledge of good and euill, 
yet that tree was no Mofakall Cercitionie, but a Sacra- 
ment. 

Secondly, from the manner of writing of the fourth 
Cortimandement at the firit, for ic was not written in 
paper or parchment, or vpoti leaues of trees, but in 
Tables offtonc, as the tell or the tenne Commandemeuts 
were , Deuteroaomtc I o. I. to fignifie the perpetuity 
thereof. 

Thirdly, from Gods owne placing of it ; for the Law 
of the Sabbath, towit,the foutth Commarulemeiit is not 
placed amongft rbc Ceremoniall or Iudiciall Lawes, as 
though it had bcene Ceremoniall,oi had concerned onely' 
the Nation of the levtes, ortheni especially ; but amongll 
thcMorall Lawes, yea it is made one of the ten, fo tlot it' 
it were abrogated , there would remainc but nine Com- 
mandements, andib the. Law of God were vnperfeft, 
which were blafphemie to affiraie : neither let Familifts 
thiofce to euadc,by laying the morality of the fourth Com- 
martdcrnent ftill rerasineth in reding from fiuiie euery 

day; 
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day; for the moralitie of that Commandement conhftcth 
not in that, but in celebrating one day offeauenin Gods 
feruice, as we noted bcfore,and as may appeare by the ve- 
ry words of the Commandement prefiing onely the obfer- 
uation of a fcaucnth day. 

fourthly /torn the reafons wherewith the fourth Com- 
mandement is enfoiced, which are all of them morall, and 
doc as (trongly binde the Gentiles, as the lenes : for if the 
Iewes were hound in confcicnce to cerebrate the feauenth 
day in God* feruice to his glory , becaufe the Lord had 
giuen tlit in fix dayes for their owne lawfulloccafions, are 
nut we Gentiles by the fame rcafon bound, vnto whom 
God in like manner hath granted fixe dayes for our owne 
labours, requiring but the fcaucnth ordinarily for his pub- 
like worfhip. Secondly if the /ewes were bound to cele- 
brate the feauciuh day , btcaufc it was the Lords due , or 
becaufe it was the Sabbath of the Lordthj GW.-are not the 
Gentiles bound in like manner to giuc God bis right. 
Thirdly, fhall the example of God in refting vpon the fea- 
uenth day from all his workes cf Creation binde the Jems 
and not vs Gent ties ? arc not wee bound to be imitators of 
God as deare children, ss well as they.or any other? Epbtf. 
5.i.Fourthly,fha:l it be an argument ro perfwade the Iewts 
to keepc the Sabbath, becaufe God hath bleffcd & fancti- 
fiedit; thar is, bath ordained it to bee a day of bk fling to 
the confcionable obleruers of k, and hath let it apart from 
common labour ro holy vfe ? and fhall it not be an argu- 
ment ro perfwade vs ? hauenot we as much need of Gods 
blcfling as the Jewes ? Iiaue not wee caufe to feare to de- 
uoure .hat which is f anclificd as well as the Iertes ? Thus 
we lee ali the reafons in the fourth Commandement arc 
morall, which doe plainly demonflrate the Commande- 
ment it felfe alfo to be moral!. 

N->w if any fhall obiecl that in Dent. 5.15. where God 
prefftth the obieruatiou of the Sabbath, with a rcafon fee- 
ming to be peculiar to the Hebrewes; namely, becaufe he 
had brought them out oftyE^jpt. I anfwer, that doth no 
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more infringe the moralitie of the fourth Commande- 
ment.then the general! Prxfacc prefixed before the ten 

Comamukmcnts, lam the Lardtfoj God j which brought 
thee out ef the lMtdafxs£<zjf>t, and out ofthehottfe of fer- 
mjuus, doth infringe the moralitie of the reji of the morall 
Law. Secondly.thcre was fomcthing alio fignifted in this 
reafon,/£r«*g/j/ thee out of the iandnfiAlgypt ; to wit, [he 
great benefit of redemption, which bindes the gentiles as 
wellastheiw«,in'wayofchaiikftilBeIlctQ celebrate the 
Sabbath day to Gods glory. 

Reafons prooumg againfl Herfieringtoii and 

otlxr Famihfts, that the~> Lords. day 

ought to bet-> kept for tbc^ 

Ckifllan Sabbath, 

THat the Lords day ought to be celebrated for the 
Chriftians Sabbath 5 and that by venue of the mora- 
litie of the fourth Commandcment : it is apparent by di- 
uers Arguments. 

FirA, becaufe the morall Law is not abrogated by the 
Gofpcl! , but eftablifhed, ii om. 3.31. which proucs that te- 
net of Hetheringtm to be falfe ; to wit,that the Lords day 
fincc the Apoftlei time was of no force. 

Secondly ,becaufe it is written in the very hearts of men, 
that they ought to celebrate that day, as appeares by the 
fecret checkes that theyfindcin their conicieoces when 
they doe prophane it, and by the fweet comforts which 
they frele when they kecpe it in an holy manner, 

Thirdly,this bieffed day hath bin obferued by all Cbri- 
flian Churches: it was kept at HierMfalem.AfL 1. 1 .it was 
kept at TrtM t ts4&.iQ,j, it was kept in Patmot, Reuel.u 
10. it was keptin the regions o(galatia,i Cor ,i6,t. 2. 

Fourthly, the ancient Fathers haue preffed the obferua- 
tion of the Lords day vponthe Church in their Jeuerall 3- 
g«, e Ignatim faith, letcueryone which loueth Chrift 

celebrate 
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celebrate the Lords day, ' Saint Mguftint dothgreatlr 
preffethe'ftria obferuation of the Lords day, that men 
fhould vpon that day be feparatcd from worldly bufi- 
nefles, and that they fhould attend ypon Gods pablike 
worfhip : that they fhould not fit idling at honje u*hen 
othersgoe to Church; that they fhould not giue them- 
felties to hunting vpon that day, or to loud hqght«s,8tc. 
c Saint BajTt faith, when as almoft alldayes prefcribed 
by thcLawareaboliOied, yet there remaineth one great 
day of the Lord which fhall neuerbeabolifhed, but ftiall 
remainc to the end of the world. « Rupert** faith the 
Lord hath made this day to be the folemniticof Solem- 
nities, becaufe the noblcncfTe of this folemnitie excelleth 
all other folemnitics. zTertuttian faith, that Chrifl hath 
made the Sabbath more holy by his benefaclion, it being 
holy from the beginning by his fathers bcnediclion.i Saint 
Origeu doth in like manner not onely equalize, but alfo 
rarreprefcrrc the Chriftians Lords day before the lewes 
Sabbath. n Z«rA/rbleffethGodforfettingaparta pecu- 
liar day for the vfe of his ordinances : yea ° C*/W» him- 
fclfc faith, vnlcflcaccrtaine time were fet apart foj the 
worfhip of God, all would runnc to ruine and confufion 
ipeedily and ineuitably. Here I am,as the learned know in 
a large hcld,I might be very copious in quotations, both 
out or the anciencFathers and modcrne writcrs,but I muft 
be bricfe. 

Fiftly,thc ' Church of England hath thefe words in one 
oi cheHomilies ; God hath giuenexpreffe charge toallmen 
th*tvpo„tbeSM*thd*j t ■vkicbiinorroHrSund*,, they 
ceafefromall weelfffy and rrerk^daj labour, to the intent 
th.u hke as God bimfilfc wrought fix dayet and reiied the 
feauenth and faffed andrnntlifiedtt, and confecratedit to

gent kftfinr tfthtftme.Thc which 1 bue noted, firft, be- 
caufe the Hetberingtom-iHt which would feeme to be con- 
formable to the doctrine of the Church of £»£iW,hold,as 
it is well knowne.shac the Chrifhan Sabbath is grounded 
rpon no precept in all Gods word , whereas the Homily 
faith that God hath commanded the obferuationofthis 
holy day. Secondly ,becaufe feme not well affcitcd would 
cry downe all flri&nefle in obferuing this day as frmjb, 
wherein they doe not fymphonizc- with their mother j tor 
what obferuationof the Sabbath can be mote holily Uriel, 
then that which is prefcribed in the Homily ; to wit , that 
we fhould ceafc from all weckely labour , and giue our 
fclucs wholly toheauenly cxerrifes of Gods true religion 
and feruicc. We are prone by corruption of nature to take 
Siwmfttk inft-l libcrtie of our felues, we needc not be taught it : Nan ej>« 
rin'mfiytifuh t(tc*lc*rii»ufedfrx»a. 

Tirm. \ Sixtly.God hath fhewed fearful! Judgements vpon pro- 

phancn of the Lords day, as you may read in the Fr*Ukc 
$fPUtie:t certaine husbandman grinding Corne vpon ■ t he 
Lordi day.had alibis rneale burned to afhes: another car- 
rying Corne vpon the fame day, had his Barnc and ail his 
Corne the next night burned- A couetous Flaxwoman at 
Kingftat in France mihe yeare i jsQ.vfing with her mai- 
dens to worke in her trade vpon the Lords day, her flax in 
an extraordinary manner tooke fire the fame day, burnt 
her houfe,and lo fcorched kr felfc and two of her children 
that they all of them dyed the next ihy.Stratfordifors A- 
*m was twifc almoft confumed with fire in one yearcjand 
the like Judgement was ftiewed vpon Teucrton^ in Damn- 
Jteretboth which townes were knowne to fufter much 
prophination of the Sabbath, In the yeare ! 582. Im.i 3 - 
being the Lords day , the fcaffokl's in Parifgardenfcll yn- 
der the people ata Bearcbaking,fo that eight were fodain- 
\g ftaine,md many others hurt and maimed. Alfo a certaine 

LI Nobleman Vfuaiiy prophaning the Sabbath by hunting, 
had a childe by his Lady, which bad an head like a dogs 
{ head 
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head with cares and iawes anfwerable,msking alfo a noife 
when it c;yed like an Hound. In like manner a woman, 
at I am informed, preparing a pake of (lockings for the 
market vpon the Lords day with a panofcoalcs at Par/bore 
in the Countie oilVorceftcr, her houfe was burnt and two 
and twenty more vpon the fame day. It is certaine there 
were fo many houfes burnt , and that vpon the Lords day, 
for that appeaics by the Briefe which was gathered at the 
Churches. And that the fire came by this meanes , fome 
that then dwelt in thetowne , faidvntomce, that they 
would be depofed of the truth of it. 

All which may be faire warnings to forewarne not one- 
ly prophaners of the Sabbath, but alfo all fuch as by their 
pernicious dodtrine teach men to prophane it. 

Seaucnthly, there is infinite neceffitieofa Lords day or 
Sabbath. Firft, for the reft of poorc Seruants and Ctttell, 
which otherwifc might finke vnderthe burden of vnccf- 
fant labour. Secondly, for the fanctification of euery one 
of vs : how worldly minded fhould the beft of vis grow, 
if we h ad not the Sabbath to take of our hearts from the 
world? Thirdly, for the inftru&ion of the ignorant : what 
inlhruftion haue many thoufands in this kingdome and 
elfcwherc.but oncly that which they receiuc vpon the Sab- 
bath day. Fourthly,for Gods worfhip and publikc feruicc, 
when is God publikcly worfhipped in the Countrcy ordi- 
narily, but vpon the Sabbath ? 

/ ObieStions again ft the Sabbapb anfaered. 

HAuing thus prooued the Moralitic of the Sabbath, 
come wee now to anfwer the Obie&ions which the 
Families and their adherents bring to infringe- the fame. 
Firft, you keepenot, fay they, the fame day which the 
Mveskcpt, and therefore you grant by your ownc pra- 
6hfe, that the Law of the Sabbath is not Moral!. I anfwer, 
they might as truly fay our praftifc in receiuing the Lords 
Supper in the morning,doth proue that tbatbleffed Sacra- . 
I » ment 
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merit is abolifhed , bccaufe wee obferuc not the fame cir- 

cumftance offline: Wc kecpe not indeed the lewifti Satur- 
day as fc)me Trjukiits do to this day , but wee a lebrate the 
Lords day;the Sabbath being not aboli(hcd,buealtercd fro 

the Saturday to the Sonday , and that by order from Guilt 
himfelfe, who immediately before his afcenfiori inftrucled 
his Apoftles in things belonging to the Kingdome of God, 

tAQs r.j. and theSabbathl hope isone Ipeciall thing be- 
longing to Gods kingdome ; yea, our Sauiour taughj vs 
by his owne example to celeb rate this day, appearing to 
his Difcipks after his refurredlion, efpeculiy vpon it, lolm 
10.19.26. Moteouet, the example of the Apoftles them- 
felues which celebrated this' day, M»ao.io.i<5. fhould 
be a forcible raotiueTntovs to doc the like, for wee are 
bound to follow them as they follow Chrift, i.Cer. 11. 1. 
and the occafionofthc alteration of the Sabbath was ex- 
traordinary, namely the refurre&lon of our Lord, which 
fell out not vpon thclewifi Saturday,bnt vpon our Sonday 
Mat.iS.i. an occafion which may very well deferue the 
honor of the day before that of Gods refting fro the works 
ofcreation,although both the occafios are very renowned. 
ObieBi** I Secondly, whereas they o'bieft that in Exoi, 31.13,14, 
i5,i<.andJ5«^40.ia.wherethe.Sabbathistearmed a 
figne. I anfwcr,cuery Ceremonie is a ftgne,kit euery figne 
is not a Ceremonie. The Sacraments are fignes^sw^.ii. 
and yet not fading Ceremonies. 
ObieB " I Thirdly, whereas they obiefl that in Pol. 2.16. Let no 
*' ' " l nun iudge j,» in rtfati *f SMutbs : and that in G*l. 4. 
IO, 1 1 • Ye obferue (Lyes mJ times } ani rm»eths,.ind yearet, 
UminfetreofjaM. lanfwer, by Sabbaths In thoic pla- 
ces are meant' cettaine ceremoniall dayes amonglt the 
In»r, viz.tbeir fcaft ofTabcrnaclcs,tbeir new Moones,and 
the like : fotthefe arc. tearmed Sabbaths, Leuk.1i.14> 
"and the Apoftlc doth fuffidently eiprefle himfelfe to in- 
tend luch Jaycs, and not the moral! Sabbath, naming new 
Moones, and other Ceremoniall times. ,The like may be 
Infvmed VBtothat ini?*«. 14.5. onemanefteemeth one 

day 
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day aboue another ; another man eflcemeth euery day 
alike, &c. It is not meant that the Church made no diffe- 
rence inthofc times between the Lords day and any other 
day,as the Famil,«s would peruert it ; bufthat they which 
were better informed then others, made no difference be- 
tweene the ancient Ceremoniall dayes, which were now 
abolilned, and other common dayes. 

Fourthly, whereas they alleadge -that inMtt.i 1 1 2 
W>f>]>*-™ dA '">*?2- as though our Sauiour had 
defended the breach of the Sabbath, & foby confequencc 
had abrogated it. lanfwer, it is the fcope of our Sauiour 
in thofe places to defend the lawfulneffe of worksof mercy 
and works of neceffitie,and not in any fort to pleadfor the 
abrogation of the Sabbath,much leiTc of the Lords day 

hWy, whereas they obicft chat in Iohn 5.8. where our 
Sauiour commands a manifeft feruile worke to be done 
vpon the Sabbath; namely, the carrying of a Bed. I an. 
Jvcr, the carrying of the Bed in that place U not comman. 
ded as a feruile worke, but to confirme the truth of a Mi- 
racle tending greatly to Gods glory , cuen as our Sauiour 
commanded togiue meat to theDamofelJ whom he raifed 
from death,£^8.y y . not fo much for neceffity, as for the 
conhrmatio of the truth of the Miracle wrought vpon her 

Sixtly, whereas they obieit thatin Heb.Ao. w e thttt 
bane beleened doe enter into rejt ; whereby it might feeme 

icall. lanfwer, that place ofScripturc doth not treat of 
the moral Sabbath as though that were myftictll, but of 

our eternal rdlinheauenwhercintoweenteratourdcath 
byfaithinChriftlefus. 

Seauenthly, whereas they obicft that in Luteu. U 

2?.??. where C/eoph* and the other ■ Difclpfc welt to 

£Ww ,wh.ch was fixtie furlong, from HiernfalemMt 

u, abeut feauen miles (a mile confiding of right furlongs) 

and ^turned a ga ,ne the fame day, which w § as vpon la 

day which we call the Lords day, and therefore that they 

madencfuch fcruple of working or trailing Ypo n Te 
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Lords day as we doe.I anfwer.it was not knowne u yet to 
all theDifcip!es(this being the very day of Chrifi his reiur- 

redion)that they ought to celebrate the firft day ot the 
weeke ; and therefore it was no maruell if they traueiled 
»pon that day. The good women which made fcruple to 
annoint the body ofChrift vpon the Sabbath, made no 
fcruple to come to doe it vpcci the firft day of the weeke, 
becaufe as yet they were ignorant that they ought to cele- 
brate that day. 

Ei^htly, whereas they o'bieil that the day which wee 
obferue is tearmed the firft day of the weeke, Lxke^.i. 
and therefore that it is a weeke day » not a Sabbath A iy. I 
anfwer, this is a meerc cauill. For it is tearmed the firft 
diy of the weeke , not fimply, but in rtipeft of the Jcmjb 
Saturday; in which regard alfo it is called the eight day 
in diuers places. But when the Spirit in Scripture ipeaketh 
pofitiuely and fimply of it,he tearmes it the Lords day,ic>- 
Htl. 1. 1 o. which is indeed the moft proper name.of it, al- 
though wee vfe a latitude of words in exprtfling one and 
the fame thing by diuers names. 

Ninthly,whetcas they obieit that they kecpe euery day 
a Sabbath, and therefore that they are vniuftly taxed for 
Sabbath-breakers ; yea, that they come to the Church vp- 
on the Lords day as well as others, and hcare Sermons, 
andrecciuc the Sacraments, &c. that they hold the mota- 
litie of the fourth Commanderacnt.andthe like. 1 anfwer, 
if to trade , to labour in their particular callings , and to 
efieeme euery day alike, be to kecpe euery day a Sabbath, 
then they keepe euery day ; but what is this but voder co- 
lour of keeping euery day a Sabbath, to keepe no day at all 
as it ought to bee kept. Secondly, wee deny not but they 
may come to the Church as well as others vpon the Lords 
day, and heare the Word , 3tid rcceiue the Sacrament; but 
in the meane time how doc they demeane therufelues 
wben they hane heard ? Is it not famonily knowne how 
they meet together to cenfure the Minifters , to contradict 
dieDo&iinej&cdonoc outiy in the Citie know this'to be 
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true, and was it not depofed againftthem : agaiue .though 
they may rcceiue the Sacrament to kecpe theinfcluei 
from trouble, yet what reuerent opinion hauetheyof the 
Sacraments, especially of Baptifmc, affirming that it nei- 
ther confers nortonfirmes grace to the heart of any: as ap- 
pcares in Itfips booke,at page 6 r.Thirdly.they do mcerc- 
ly equiuocate when they fay they hold the morality of the 
fourth Commandement : tor the morality of that Com- 
mandement is that one day of feaucn fliould be fet apart 
for Gods woiflvp, and kept for confeience fake in obedi- 
ence to Gods Commandement : but this they are notori- 
oufly knowne to denie that any fuch day fhould bee now 
celebrated in confeience of Gods Law : and therefore they 
do deny the morality of the fourth Commandement in the 
right fenfe chereof. 

Tenthly , whereas they obicft out of Matter TjntUJt 
Workes, or fome other bound vp with his , that the Anci- 
ent Fathers liaue bene of their opinion concerning the Sab- 
bath. I anfwer, that is astrueasthcvaineboaftofPopifh 
Champions is , which pretend that all the Fathers are on 
their fides. 

Indeed the Fathers and Doctors of the ChufcVi muff be 
read carefully and warily in this point concerning the Sab- 
bath , or fife men may eafily miftake their meaning and 
abufe their judgement. They fpeake of diuers kinds of 
Sabbaths t Firft, of a Sabbath of the c letter, whereby is 
meant the Icwdh Sabbath. Secondly, of a *rhyfticall Sab>- 
bath, which is a rcfting vpon God. Ttyrdly, of a * delicate 
Sabbath, when a Chtiftian is made one fpirit with Cbrift, 
as * one of the antients fpeokes. Fourthly, ofa fpirituall 
Sabbath , when wee depart from iniquitie, and become 
praclifers of fanclification as h anorher of the antients 
ipeakes , if that worke by the cunning of fomc be not 
wrongfully afcribed vnto him. Fifthly, of an n eternall Sab- 
bath in lieauen, whichisaneternall reft in that moft blif- 
full place. Sixthly, of a ° morall Sabbath, which is a day 
fet apart by God himfelfe in the fourth Commandement 

for 
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B(n».s<r.n4)»J forhif ownc fcruicc. Seuenthiy, of an 'idle Sabbatb,wben 
men will reft from the vvorkes of their particular callings 
vpon the Sabbath day , but will not imploy tbemfelucs in 
Gods Seruice : now tfaefe Jgnoramuf-ies when they heare 
that the Fathers fpeake of a myfticall Sabbath, prclcnriy 
theyconceiue as though the raorall Sabbath weremeere- 
ly myfficjll ;and when they hcarc that the Fathers fpeake 
ofau idle Sabbath , they prefently cenfure the moral! Sab- 
bath to be in the Judgement of the ancients an idle day:and 
thus they pcruert the judgement of antiquity many times, 
I fpeake net this to iuflific all the Fathers in cuery particu- 
lar fentence of theirs concerning the Sabbath ,. qitdtsdoqite 
Ltfr. it irtt 1 y ar uu dormitM Homertu, as * Horace faith of Homer : Et 
Pttt. (*hac ^ | "BtmfMrdus son vidtt omnia, as it is in the Prouerbe :^ the 
ftrMJ^md 1 F athers hauchad their Naruoi or failings in their writings 
e juMbmml *J " ' learned man hath affirmed : and fo in like manner , 
StMlitm "m fome of our modernc Writers haue giuen more power 
«*<**• I to the Church to difpofc of the Sabbath, and to alter it a- 
gaine concerning the day, fo fhee obferue one day m fea- 
uen,tben I hope any Church vndcr the Sunne.dare to arro- 
gate vnto her felfe rpon their bare affirmations; aot being 
fuffickntly awaic how their meanings might bee abufed 
and perucrted by Familifts and other Ancifabbatareans : 
but what I fpeake, I fpeake it for the iuft reproofe of Fa- 
milifts and fuch like, which arc glad if they can catch any 
thing, if it be but inibund onely,frora the Writings oi Fa- 
mous men, topatronize at the leaft in fhew their, owne 
bereticall and fchifmaticall opinions, like vnto fpiders 
fucking poyfon from thofc writings ; from the which a 
more iudicious Reader would deriue found edification and 
inftiu&ioa,

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Hcthcimgtonsopinbttcbnfiaedcoiicer- 
mngtbe Bookes ofEJdras, 

THe fecond thing which we propounded .conceraing 
matter of Confutation, is touching the Bookes of .E/^ 
dras: the which bookes Hcthtringtm holdeth (uhath 
beene proucd againfl him by witneflcsj to bee canonicall 
Scripturc.and that they ought fo tobeeftccmerl.z where- 
in may appeare the pride and infblencyof this man, who 
being altogether vnlearned (vtpote qui mttsmimjpuw 
mutt prtter fuam matertiatu) yet will cake vpon him in 
opposition to the whole Church both reformed and vn« 
reformed, to canonize new Scripture : in wbichparticu- 
lar he fhewcth himfclfcto be worfe then the very Papilla t 
the c Papifts though they hauc receiucd fome other Apo* 
chryphall Bookes into the CanoD ; yet tbey haue rcieclted, 
or at the lcaft not receiucd the Bookes of. Efirtu : but let 
him and his Profelytcs know tnnffimmn e([e, that it is the 
fafeft courfc as Saint « Augmfiiue. faith, to rcceiutoncly 
for Canonicall Scripture, fuch bookes .as all Catholike 
Churches recciue. Andindeede it concernes authority 
to take this to heart ; for if it were at cuery priuate mans 
choice what bookes he would receiue to bee Canonicall, 
whit would become of the true Chhftian Faith, or what 
fwarmesof errors and corruptionof faith would not im- 
mediately inuadc the Church as wee fee in Popery, whilft 
they haue recciued pretended ApoitolicaJl Traditions, in- 
truded into the Canon diuers Apocryphall bookes, and 
entertained the ° leniences ot the Pope and, the Court of 
Rome as iitertant truih,-.and hauc ° equalized tradition*' "^'(^J*^ 
to the Canonicall Scripture, what is become of the iJuuuStff.i 
Orthodoxe faith amongft them ? It is either farre to feeke, 
or elfe miferably corrupted. 

And the Heal'ons to proue the bookes of Efd/as hot to | 
be Canonicall Scripture againft this Sectary, are thefc fol- 
ic owing. I 
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lowing. Firft, becaufe they were written at the firft,. not 
in Hebrew, as the; bookes of the C/fd Teftament were but 
in Latineand «Saiht Hitrame is very confident jn tbis,that 

whatfoeuer Books of the old Teftament were not w ritten 
in Hebrew, they are not canonical!. 

Secondly, becaufe the Church in former times hath not 
rcceiucd them for canonicalljreeeiuing onely the « books 
of the Old Teftament as "they were anciently diuided : 
and what thefc n bookes were may bee gathered out of 
t E*febins ands/«/?p/;^:but efpecially out of Hitrom, who 
doth more ckerely reie'ft the Apoct-yphall bookes in the 
forenamed place then fame other of the Fathers doe. 1 
will not infill Tpon further "teftimonies out of * Epipha- 

muu , • tAthMuftus, t Cjriii Biffaop of Hieru 'akm t 

1 DMufctne and others : "becaufe I haflen to aconclu- 
fion? Iknowwe are not any further bound to 3gtee 
to former Churches in judgement , then lb fane as they 
agreed to the truth efpecially in matters of Faith .* but 
yet to depart from the ancient Churches in that wherein 
they are found and Orthodoxe, is horrible prefumption 
and bewraycth intolerable pride. 

Thirdly, a learned' man of our Church faith of all other 
Apocryphall bookes, the bookes of Efdras arc worthy of 
the kail credit being fluffed full of vaine fables, fitter to 
' feede curious cares, then tending to edification. 

Fourthly, thofe bookes are not to bee clleemed Cano- 
nical!, in the which there be errors, but in the bookes of 
: Efdr*s there be errors t Erga.- 

' That there be errors in the third Ba>»ke of £, ar.u, 1 

rcferrc the learned to the annotations of Iunim vpon it ; 
and that there be errors in the fourth Booke, 1 'might caii- 
ly prone by inftancc. For firft, in the fourth Chapter, the 
Author lakh that foules are kept in the wombc of the 
canh. In the fixth Chapter , there is a tale of two great 
fifties, Hentch, and LeuUtb^t, which no waters could 
hold. In the fourteenth Chapter hee reporteth, that the 
Bookes of Scripture being loft in the Captiuity, were re- 
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Itored by him, and how hee had drunke of a cap of water 
as^fier in colour giuen by an Angell, and fo fpake 40 daiet 
together and ccafed not ; in the which fpacc, fiue Scribes 
wrote from his mouth 204 Bookes ; thefc andfuchlike 
tales that Booke is full of, as our Learned Countryman 
fpeaketh , whom 1 cited before. I doe not dcoic but in 
thefe bookes ofEfdrM there may be many truths, cfijeci- 
ally the three laft Chapters of the third booke, which are 
almoft ameerc tranfeript out of the canorucall£/r«and 
NehemUh: but yet I mud fay of them, as Saint *Atu 
gttfttKe faith of them.and of all the reft of the Apocrypha 
in. hi) autem Apocrjphit, etfi innenitw aliamn veritts, ta- 
me propter mu/t4f<nl/a nuUn tfi c*n*mc* MMtheritM ,in thefc 
Apocryphall bookes, although there be found fome truth, 
yet in refpeft of many falfe things found in them they haue 
no canonicall authority. 

. AnMms I haue done wish the fcc»n&thingpr»p*tuU*A\ 
tumely, the Confutation. 

j An exhortation to Cbriftitwpcople remai- 
ning found in the Ftitb. - 

HAuing difpatched the two former branches concer- 
ning Difcouery and Confutation, come wee now to 
the third, which concerncs matter of Exhortation, and to 
beginnc with Exhortation to the Cbriftian brethren, 
which dill by the mercy of God remaine fouad in the 
Faith. 

Good people, you haue heard mall the foregoing diC- 
courfe of falfe teachers, and alfo how many fuch at thefe 
dayes remaine amongft vs, feducing many in their priuate 
conuentides : giuemeleauein the next puce^ byway of 
introduction, to fhew you the rcafons wherefore the Lord 
furTercth fuch in his Church, and then to propound fome 
preferuatiucs againft feduclion, which may ferue for mat- 
ter of Exhortation. For the firftof thefe; The Lord fuffe- 
reth Seducers in his Church with long patience, and doth 
K a not 
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not pidenriy rootc them out , for diucrs reafons : 

Rrrt, that the goodneije of truth might the moreap- 
peare, who cooMknow the benefit of light vnlcffe fome- 
ttmes we were fenfible of the darkeneffe of the night, as 
« Saint Origen faith ;euenfo who canne know the benefit 
of health but by the fmatt offickneffc, or the benefit of li- 
berty but by reftraint or imprifonment. 

Secondly, that the word might bee the more deepely 
fought into. Themyfteryof the Trinity had neuer bcene 
foexacTly handled by many qf the Fathers in c whole In- 
flates had not diuers damnable Heretickcs fprung vp to 
.>pppfe the far^e: wherein the Lord fhewed his lingular 
wjfeddme(as bee did alfo' in the firft Creation) bringing 
light out of darknerTe.truth out of error, good out of euill, 
contraries out of contraries. 

Thirdly, to trie the Gouernors of the Church, whe- 
ther likefnto the Church of fergamut, they wilt tolerate 
fuch as hold the do.%ine of Bd*tm,Rett.i.i J. or with the 
Church of 7^tfy«,fuffer the woman itfafel that csllcth 
her felfet prophctefc to teach, and to fedixe Gods fcr- 
uants./Jnu.i.io. 

Fourthly,he doth it for the punifrirnent of fuch ashaue 
itching eares and vnconfiint rnindes, which are neuer ia- 
tisfied with any true teachers, efpeciall in publique, but 
haae a luffing after the onyons and garlikc of priuate er- 
rors, preferring any thing done in a priuate Conuemiclc- 
(though it be neuer fo vnv*hoIcforne)be.rpre that which is 
done in the publike Congregation: itisiuft with God 
to leaue fuch curious perfons to bee feduced by falfe 
Prophets to their ownc eternall dcftniclioo, Alkba 

Fifthly, God doth it that they which arc approued may 
beknowne.t Cerw.tg. a found Chriffian is neuer bet- 
ter difcerncd , then when bee is compared with lome 
erroneous 3rd hercricall pcrfoo , hence it is that 
Stint A*{*fHnc faith in one of his « Epiftles, turtfis 

enim &ft**fol* f*tnr* pr.tdsRa mt vt inter tmmkos 
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erudiamur «c fie & fides & AileUio nc/h-4 to/fit effe 
profaur. Wee learnc in'lruftion amongft Hjrreti- 
call enemies, thereby our faith and loue are better 
tryed. 

Thus for the R ea foH S therefore God fuffretb Htrc 
fields in bit Church. 
Now that you maybe preferued from Seducers on 
euery fide wni ch.I | iartiIy wiA# Lct m eec0 mmend 
vnto you thefc Antidotes againfi feduaion by way of ex- 
hortation. J • 

Firft labour to be well infixed in the grounds and 
pnnciplesof true religion, howeafilyis an We ouer- 
turncd which hath no foundation : cuen fo how foone is a 
man remoued from that truth wherein hec was neuer 
grounded and rooted? for the which caufc in the primi- 
t.uc Church, as c Saint AuguStine faith, Baptifmc was ad- 
mmiHred to no Heathen turning Chrifhan, but vnto fuch 
as-were firft inftruflcd in points of Catechifme: and this 
mdeede was an excellent meanes to prcuent inconflancie 
andapnflafie. . 

Secondly, receiuc the truth in the loue of it ; men are 
hardly drawncfr.m « that they loue : Dauid loued the 
Law better then Gold and Siluer , and hence it was that 
hee could neuer be drawne from it by any Idolatrous 
leduccr, Pfal. ,,g. There is no greater caufe, why ma- 
ny become Apoflaccs from the truth, then want of found 
loue vnto ic. 

Thirdly, labour that your knowledge in Religion may 
be experimental!: a man is hardly pcrfwaded byary art 
againft h,s owne experience : tell a man of meane vndet- 
Handing, that the ( row is white, and the Snow blacke 
yea vfe ail the log.cke you can. to prouc it, you (hall neuer 
perfwade him : and why t becaufc he knowes the contra- 
ry by experience : euen fo,if we knew by experience what 
it were 10 deny our felues, and to depend vpon Chrift a- 
lane for mftifiearion, no Papift fhould cner be able to per- 
1 wade vs to trull to humane merits : and if wee knew by 
K 3 «p C . 
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experience the infinite benefit of Gods Sabbath, no Fami- 
liftftiouldeuerpreuaile with vs to haue it in contempt: 

B experience maketh men rcfolute. 

Fourthly .beware of reading fchifmatical books,though 
they be ofFred vnto you as a friendly gift; beware of frc-^ 

quenting the company and comienticles of ieducers, 
though you be neuer fo'kindely inuited by faife friends} 
fecming friendly gifts tending to feducTwn, -are like the 
Trtum horfe, which was pretended to be the c gift of; 
Minerm, but it proued Thedeitruclion of Tr*j. In the 
Romifb Church thecommon people are not permitted to 
meddle with our bookej. I would the Papiflswerc not 
in this particular more prcruident for Anticfirirt » then wc 
Proteflants arc for Chrili. 

Fifdy, be prafticall in Religion : be doers of the will of 
God, and then yc flull know of the do&ine, whether it 
be ofGod, or whether the' teacher fpeake'f of himfelfe, as 
ourSauiourmeffeafpeaketr.,/^*?.^. it" it be well ob- 
fcrued wbatkindcofProfeffors they be ordinarily which 
fill of from the Chutduofefts and ifchifmes. I doe not 
doubt but it will eafilyappeare, that for the root} part 
they are fuch, ai had a forme of godlineffc, but denied the 
power.M Saint PamI fpcakes of the hypocrites of his time, 
xTim. 3. 5. whereupon TheopbilaR faith rooft trucly in 
his Annotations vpontJlLutky. whofoeuer mall build 
his foule Vpon the praclifc of Chrifts Comtnanderaen ts.no 
temptations fhall euer be able to caft him downe. 

Sixtly, when you haue any fcrupte in your conlciences, 
repaiienotto feducers for rcfolution, but according to 
Gods ordinance, aske the Priefts concerning the Law, 
Ag£.*.\\. and iecke the Law at their mouthes, Mdach. 
i.7.goetoyourfaithfullMiriiiters, and let them refolue 
you ; and if you be tempted by feducers, acquaint them 
with your temptations , that they may ftrengthen you. 
Confider what I fay, and the Lord giue you vnderftanding 
in all things.

YOu wbich haue beene the meanes to feduce many fil- 
ly foules from the truth , I befecch you, if you be not 
come to that height of wickednefle, as to fit downc in the 
chaireef fcorners; or as theSeptuagints render it \ r i r*.- 
SiAt* KafJMt, in the chaireofpeftUences:IetmycounfeIl 
be auaileable with you,and brtakeofyour yngodly courfe 
of feducing Gods feruants. 1 know you rage againft met 
for going about to rcclaime you, and for endeauouring to 
prefcruc myfiocke from your feduccments: but may it 
not iuftly be faid of you in this refpec't , as « Saint Cyprian 
faith of fomein his time; Sacerdotibiu facrilegui irafep. 
tur, atqueotHam mmiam furiofe dimentium, iraficrU ei 
cjHt abs teauertere tram dei nititur, ei minor is, qui pro te 
domini mifericordiatn deprccatur : qui vnlntu tuumfentit, 
qnod ipfe mnftntii. O Furious man, is not this too much 
madncflc in thee ; thou art angry with him which endea- 
uoureth to auert Gods wrath from thee; thou threatnefl 
him which implorcth mercy for thee at the hands of God, 
which fecks thy wound which thou thy felfe doft not 
feele.But to paflc by your furic with compaflionj will en- 
deauourto cure you of your pferenfie,and that two wayes. 
Firft, by fhewing you the caufes of your difcafe as a necef- 
fary Preface : and fecondly by applying fomc coraziues by 
way of exhortation. 

And the caufes of your difeafes are diuers. Firft, igno- 
rance of the true fenfe of Scripture , according to that in 
Mat. zj. ao. 'Doejee not therefore erre, netktuwinr the 
Scriptures: whereupon « Saint Chrjfiftme faith , much 
hercfic hath firft fprung from ignorance of Scripture : you 
thinke, as appcarcs by your practice, that you are the one- 
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ly knowers of Gods minde in hi* word; but alas your 
owne hearts doc decoiue you : many of you are ignorant 

of the origlnall tongues wherein the Scriptures weic writ- 
ten, and fo doc want one cfpcciall helpc for the vndcrftan- 
dingofthem. 

Secondly, you arc knowne to delpifc all Orthodox wri- 
ters, whole Commentaries might helpeyou. And thttdly, 
that you arc not guided by the fpirit of truth, appeares by 
your groiYc errors pccuifhly maintained by youithe which 
three may well conduce you of ignorance, 

i. Th." iccortd cauic ot your difeafe is pride ; you mag- 
nifie your owne wifcdoirx* ; ibmcot you inaintaine that 
you cannot errc in giuing deliberate fentence in points ot 
l3iuinitic; you dilable the Minifters of the Church , is 
though they knew nothing in companion of youjand this 
knowledge of yours, or rather this proud conceit of your 
ownc fuppofed knowledge caufeth you to crre,according 
to that of e Saint Aitgu{line\\ pride is the mother which 
bretdcth andbringeth forth the whole brood of Hzre- 
ticks. Wherefore lay downe your owne vaine conceits of 
your pretended skill, and defirc of God that you may fee 
your ownc nothing-neflc and vnabiJitie, that fa you may 
be healed : thinkc it not an honour to be the head of an 
crroniousand factious compandor to be worfhippecl by 
them, as the * Athenians in former times worfhipped the 
Wolf* : dcipile that honour which comes not of God : 
thinkc it a difgrace to be commended by euill men. 

5. The third caufc of your difeafe is couetoufneile, ac- 
cording to that which is fpokenof Sectaries in Ram.\6. 
1 8. they that are fuch firm not oar L ard Icfus Chrijf, dm 
their omu belly. How many time-fcruers be there which 
will footh great men in their errors, and feemc to inain- 
taine the errors of the time forthek owne aduantagc?and 
how many wauering tradeimen which will readily im- 
bracc ihatfa&ton whereby they may mod aduance their 
pwRegainc : which gauc occafion in like manner to "Saint 
tAuguHiue ia hi* time to defcribe an Hxrcticke by his 
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couetoufiefle and vaine-glory, as you haue it in the mir- 
gent. Wherefore if cuer vou mcane to be cured of your 
factioufiK-flc-jdcfpifc the bafc g.ibcof it : doe not thinkc it 
foexceiicnumattertoget by your fuffrings,going poorc 
into the prilbn, but comming rich out: account it not a 
priuiledgc to haue your profelytej to boaft vp and 
downe, that you (lull want neither Gold nor Siluer : 
rcmrmber that of Salomon, the treajures of mcbednefie 
profit nothtng.Pro. 10.2. and that of our Sauiour in Mat. 
1 6. 1-6. tyb.it is a man profited if bee fbottld ^ame the whole 
world, and loofi hit ownefoule. 

And thus hauingflicwed you the mainecaufes of your 
difeafe,! come now to giue or to apply vnto you. fome 
coraziues, to cat out the dead flefh of error or Hcrcfie : 
Herefie being one of the fruits of thcflefh^/i/.y. io.Cdii- 
fider therefore and lay to l.cart.what dreadful judgement! 
hauc befallen your preJcccflors for their factious carriage \ 
in the Church oi God ; remember what befell vnto Thru- 
d.is,AUsy ^,37. who boaftcd himfelfe to be form body, ' 
as you alio doc , to whom a number of men about ^oo.Ujhed 
themjelfics ,whow.u flainf, and all ai many at obeyed him' 
were fcattered abroad and brought to nouoht : and after 
this nnnrofe vp Iudas of GaliL- in the d*jes of taxinv,*nd 
drew away much people after him, he alfoperifbedjutdaUat \ 
| many at obeyed him were dtfperfed. Of the which iwofc- ; 
j duccrs slid « Jofiphw makes mention in his « Antiquities. 
Secondly, remember what befell vnto FJymxs fof going 
about to ruineaway the Deputicfrom the faith, howhec 
was immediately fmitten with blindnefTe, ^ff. 13.11. re- 
member what befell vnto ^n'w.whofe damnable Herefie > 
foratimemiichprcuaiicd,howhedicd in a lakes, where ! 
he voided his very bowel's with his excrements, as c Theo- \ 
deret iccordtth. j 

Thirdly, remember what befell vnto AnaRafw an Em. 
perour olRome, and a great defender oiEutichtan Mttt'~ : 
tickts, how he was found dead, being fmitten as it was 1 
commonly thought with a thunderbolt from heauen, as [ 
___^ L * Phi/if, 
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4 Philip Mti/wclt* hath it in his Chronicle. Fouuhiy .re- 
member what befell Nettoritu, another ringleader of fa- j 
ction in the Church of God, how before his death his j 

tongue (which hec ha J abufed in broaching errors) was 
cenfumed with wormes, is e Nicephartu CtdiiFiits hath 
left it vpon record. Fiftly, remember what befell theCi- 
tkoi Antiich, which was-a great aoiirifher of faction, as 
Amfierdxm is at this day, how it wasfhaken with an 
earthquake a whole yeerc together, and afterwards de- 
stroyed with fire from hcaucn, as ° Vtwlw Diacomu fro- 
rieth of it : and as in like manner Socrates feemeth to ac- 
cord in the r tripartite Hillorie. 

Sixtly, remember what befell the Papifts here in Z«- 
d*n not f long fin ce, how that when they were met togc. 
ther in an houfc in Blacke-friers, in anvpper roome to 
bcarea' PopifhSermon,the floorc of the roome wherein 
they were fell vnder them,8c fome other parts of the houfc, 
and fuddenly deftroyed a u multitude or them, & maimed 
otbcrs.whkh hardly cfcaped with their liues.I will not in- 
fill vpon more examples oiPaxItu S '*mopu emu, of 'Manes, 
of M§ittitMtu,Sc other Heretickcs who are reported alio to 
haue come to fcarcfnlt ends.Thefe which haue beneuamed 
may be fufficknc,to fbrewarne any which haue any fparke 
ofgrace remaining in them, to beware of faction: and a 
thouiand more will not be furKcienc to them which arc 
hardncd in their hearts. O thinkc with your felucs alt ycc 
which mifleadeothers,that the like iudgemenumay befal 
you. God is a mighty God,and of infinite wlfedome ; he 
is able to difcerne yout^rneanings, Be what you hold, not- 
withstanding all your equiuocations, fubtile diftinfttons, 
cunning euaitocu, and fcarcfuH abiurations w hich y ou vfe, 
thereby to couei your errors from the fight of authority : 
yea,he is able to reach you with his Ludgemcms whether- 
focuer you flye. Or fuppofe the Lord inflict not vpon you 
corporall punifhment in this world, yet know for eertaine, 
Nvamuw tft fen* q»*rtLj, pecctre , there is no greater 
puoiftimenc then finae it fclfe ; Hee punifheth you moft 
_^^ feucrcly 
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fcuerelyiu this, in that hee deliuett you vp to a blinded 
ininde; yea,vnlefle you repent, you haue iuftcaufc to ex- 
pect to haue part with the octft and the falfe Prophet in 
hell torments, Rtuel. ip.ao. which I pray God toauert 
from you. Thus I haue codcauoured as a friendf although 
youeftcememeanenemie, becairfel tell you the truth) 
to turnc you from your errors :' if my painet (hall pq>- 
uaile with you, I fhail reioyce with the Angels of God for 
your conuerfion ; I (hall for the time to come cfleeme you I 
dcere brethren; £t gAudthoJune me tot habere frstrei. I ! 
will not once mention your calumnies and reproaches 
wherewith you haue loaded me for taking part withGods ' 
truth, I pray God forgiue you : it is a rule in Phylofopbic, 
c]uirquil recipitur, recipitur ddmodumrecipuiitu: which 
I will englifh thus ; good counfell is as k is taken by them 
to whom it is giuen : but take not that with the left hand 
which I offer with the right. I defue to pull you out of 
the fire, to preferue you from falling into the pit of cter- 
nall perdition ; to plucke you out of the iawes of the dc- 
uouring Lyon : let it not be faid of me (as « PUmtm faith 
of them, iMpoagnameripere po/fulaftt, nngu agtnt) that 
Iloofemy labour*, that 1 would haue cured you, butyee 
would not be cured; that I would haue faued you Minifte- 
rially, t Tim.4.16. but yee would not be faued : but fup. 
pole I preuaile not with you, becaufc you are fetled vpon 
your Lecs,yet I hope to perfwade fome that formerly haue 
beene feduced by you, to be more iealous of youf opini- 
ons for the time to come, and not to receiue cuery point 
which you erronioufly hold, as an euerlafling Gofpell, 
And fay I fliould perfwade neither you nor them,but being 
made more furious by that which (hould worke the cure, 
you will (fill remainc wolues in the Church of God,8t they
